The town was immediately 
quarangined, and now no one is permitted to 
enter or leave. It is also reported here that a 
family named Montenayor, in Monclava, has 
been attacked with the disease. 


QUARANTINE AGAINST THE STATES. 


Canada Takes Precautions to Prevent 
Cholera from Entering the Dominion. 
MonTrREAL, Que., Sept. 15.—[ Special. |—-Can- 

ada has decided, in view of the existence of 

cholera at New York, to enforce quarantine 
against the United States, The steamship 

Lake Huron from Liverpool to Montreal, 

which passed Father Point yesterday, is now 

at Grosse Isle quarantine. During the pas- 
sage three children died of diarrhea and two 
from other causes, 

Suspension Bripas, N. Y., Sept, 15.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The situation here today is that the 
Sanitary inspectors, who, having no immi- 
grants to attend to, expected to devote their 
attention to Canadian travel, find that while 
facing the Dominion the cholera is at their 
back. Should Ontario establish a quarantine 
against New York State it would be a serious 
matter. Over the bridge here pass the Michi- 
yan Central and Grand Trunk passenger and 
freight trains bound westward through Can- 
ada. Should aquarantioe be established it 
would necessitate great delay and travel would 
be seriously affected. There is little doubt 
here that the moment Canada feels justified 
she will establish a rigid quarantine, the one 
thing that will deter her in the least being her 
business interests. 


WASHINGTON IN GOOD CONDITION. 


No Fear of Cholera During the Grand 
Army Encampment. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The fact that Washington will have within its 
borders next week more than 100,000 strangers 
from all parts of the country has caused some 
fear that if the cholera gets into Washington 
from New York they might carry it away with 
them. The Treasury Department is seriously 
considering the question of imposing restric- 
tions upon railroad traftic into Washington by 
way of New York City should there be any 
further cases of cholera reported in Gotham. 
Secretary Foster sent for District Commis- 
sioner Douglas this afternoon and talked 
He desired especially 
ta know the sanitary arrangements made in 
the White House lot, where sleeping apart- 
ments have been erected for 25,000 men dur- 
ing the G, A. R. encampment. In 
view of the coming G. A. R. encampment 
government officials are proceeding with 
great caution. They recognize the fact that 
if it should be necessary to issue any special 
regulations against passengers coming from 
New York the effect would be serious to the 
encampment. At the same time they appre- 
ciate the danger that if by any lack of caution 
on their part a case of cholera should be in- 
troduced here during the encampment it 
might perhaps be widely distributed from this 
center to other parts of the United States. 
Commissioner Douglas this afternoon said: 
‘** All our sanitary arrangements are in good 
condition and improve hourly. The recent 
showers have supplemented the sewer flush- 
ings of the last two weeks, and the result 1s a 
complete cleaning out of old deposits and an 
absence of deleterious odors.’’ There were 
several rumors flying about the city today to 
the effect that two cases of cholera had been 
discovered in the city. At the health office 
Dr. Hammel said he had received no reports 
of such cases and he hardly believed they 
were correct. 


ALARM MANIFESTED AT ATHENS, ILL, 


Citizens Want to Prevent an Iowa Woman 
from Hamburg Stopping There. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIll., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
The Mayor of Athens, Menard County, today 
telegraphed the State Board of Health that a 
*woman living in lowa who sailed from Ham- 
burg, Germany, and who had just been re- 
leased from quarantine at New York, was on 
her way home and expected to. stop off at 
Athens tomorrow to meet her husband; that 
the people of Athens were alarmed aud did 
not propose to permit her to get off the train. 
The Mayor desired to know if she could be 
kept from stopping at Athens. A reply was 
sent that the woman having been released 
from quarantine could not be stopped. The 
woman traveled on a ship that was not found 
to be infected, but her baggage was thorough- 
ly fumigated at New York. 


IMMIGRANTS DETAINED AT WINDSOR. 


Cannot Cross the Border for Twenty Days 
—Detroit Cleaning Up. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago health officer has registered a most 
vigorous protest: against the release by the 
Michigan Board of Healtha few days ago of, 
two carloads of immigrants bound for Chi- 
cago over the Wabash, Sixty-one foreigners 
are now detained at Windsor, and will be held 
for a total of twenty days. The house to 
house inspection is now going on here. A pest 
house on Crawford street is being prepared 
for possible cholera patients. It has been de- 
termined to hold the hospital ship Ward solely 
for quarantine purposes. A committee 
headed by Mayor Pingree is en route for

CHOLERA FEARED IN TEXAS,

STARTS FORHSMBURG 


INOCULATED CORRESPONDENT TO 
LIVE AMONG DISEASE, ' 


—— 


Cholera Not Epidemic in Army Barracks at 
Altona — Improvement Noted in the 
Plague-Ridden German City—Steamer 
Nevada Coming from Liverpool with 
900 Steerage Passengers—Havana Will 
Consider All Ships from United States 
Ports Suspicious—Record in Europe. 


[SPECIAL CABLE. ) 

Panis, Sept. 15.—Tas Txreune’s inocula- 
tion cholera correspondent left Paris for 
Hamburg this evening. This is his statement 
before leaving: 

“IT feel perfectly well again from the two 
inoculations with the exception of tenderness 
and a pricking sensation over that por- 
tion of the body where the  inocu- 
lation spread. I go to Hamburg with 
the sole idea of testing the Haffkine 
cholera preventive. I go with the knowledge 
and assent of Pasteur and Haffkine. Both 
have assured me that they will watch with the 
utmost interest the result of my experiences, 
which, under certain circumstances, they con- 
sider will be of high utility. Pasteur says 
‘physically and practically,’ and Haff- 
kine ‘morally if not mathematically.’ 
[I have little doubt that if =I 
conduct the tests in a certain manner already 
outlined I shalt have gone morally so far as 
to prove the benetit or futility of inoculation, 
so that either people will accept it as efficient 
and hundreds of thousands will.be inoculated 
or else it will be utterly rejected. King Dam- 
ron will doubtless watch the progress of the 
test with the keenest interest. If I die thou- 
sands will be saved the pain of inoculation ; 
otherwise there will be a better wind from 
Bangkok. 

“Thank the Parisian press for its ex- 
treme courtesy towards me. The idea of 
being inoculated was, I. admit, original, but 
Thad ascertained from Pasteur that there 
was pain but no danger in it. I never made 
any claim that there was any risk or that there 
was any danger. Danger lies in the termina- 
tion of the journey upon which I start to- 
night. I propose to carry out the test with 
most scrupulous rigor. I was about to pack 
up a bottle of quinine this evening, but threw 
it out again lest it might be considered as 
medicine to arrest the possibilities of conta- 
gion. Even this trifling act must be taken as 
an index of my hie of conduct. 

“Once in Hamburg, where I shall arrive 
Saturday. I shall probably be, as it were, in a 
prison of disease, for it would be impossible 
for me to carry out the test 1 propose and 
at the samme time remain in contact with 
the outer world. It was suggested to me 
that such life will not be gay. I beiieve 
that. J am not going there to play. It 
may be that isolated as I shall doubtless be it 
may not be easy to give you news so often os 
might be desirable. Ican merely say that I 
shall send letters as often as possible. Au 
revoir, if not adieu.” 


BAD IN ITS EDUCATIONAL FEATURES. 


The “Lancet” Condemns the Quarantine 
System of the United States. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—The Lancet contains a 
long article concerning the detects of the 
quarantine system. When people are led to 
rely upon quarantine for their safety from 
epidemic, the Lancet says, they almost invari- 
ably cease to trust or observe the ordinary 
measures for inaintaining the public health. 
There are manifold illustrations of the evils 
consequent upon the stringency of quarantine 
for protection. In the Eastern Hemisphere 
the most backward natives, from the sanitary 
point of view, are those relying entirely upon 
a quarantine system to save them from the 
preventible epidemics, including cholera. 

The paper says: 

The United States has made vast progress in 
the care of the public health and now number 
among their official advisers men of the highest 
eminence in the profession of medicine. It may 
be, too, that some system of quarantine will best 
meet the possible importing and diffusion of 
cholera in their country. But however this may 
be, its educational! features are of the worst. If 
healthy people are, in the eyes of the government, 
such a danger to the community because cholera 
has occurred on their shi that they must be kept 
away ten or twenty days. although this mayin- 
volve the greatest cruelties, indecencies, dangers, 
and deaths, then why complain of the action of 
people like the Fire lelenders, deaf to the entreat- 
ies of the people and the entreaties and tears of 
helpless women and children. who. although 
healthy, have been officially labeled “ dangerous.” 
Doubtless Englishmen would act similarly under 
the influence of a quarantine system. 

Finally the writer says the presence of chol- 
era in New York is practicallv the outcome of 
the quarantine system. 


FEW CASES IN ALTONA BARRACKS, 


Stories of Cholera in Ninth Army Corps 
Declared Exaggerated.

Attona, Sept.15.—Continuing inquiries into 
the health of the Altona troops today I went 
to the Paille Maille in Altona and stopped at 
Count Waldersee’s residence. He was away, 
I was tola, with the troops maneuvering in 
Mecklenburg. ‘* The troops,’ said the officer, 
‘are all perfectly healthy and well cared for. 
We can afford to laugh at the panic around us. 
We never had more than six or seven cases in 
August in the Eighty-fifth Regitnent.”’ 

The cases in Altona are evidently only spo- 
radic. My researches so far have convinced me 
that the rumors about the spread of the disease 
in the Ninth Army Corps have been much ex- 
aggerated. Leaving Altona this afternoon I 
drove through Hamburg, stopping and talk- 
ing to the people, who are busily carrying on 
their trades—all but 5,000, who are buried at 
Olsdorf and the victims at Eppindorf. At this 
last place'I saw about thirty tents erected in 
fields surrounding the hospital. 

‘We are well provided with transports 
now,” said my coachman. ‘ We began with 
two sanitary cars of the Reda Cross 
Society. We ended with the 150 cars now 
in use—Vienna cars we call them. The drivers 
receive extra pay,’ cognac and cigars. When 
they are smoking you may know that they 
have somebody inside,”’ 

I saw some of these cars. They look like 
hansoms with the upholstery toro out. 

‘* How many unidentified corpses have been 
buried?” J asked. 

‘* About fifty. They were found in the streets 
or deserted at their homes by their kindred. 
They lay) days in Oisdorf Cemetery with tin 
tags bearing a pumber tied to the legs for 
identification. They were kept as long as 
possible.’ 

‘* How do they deal with a corpse?” 

‘Five boards are fixed together. A sixth 
serves as 4 lid. The people here call them 
egg boxes. In these the corpses are imn- 
bedded in peat or mud, The lid is 
fastened down and carted off in haste, 
two, three, or more at the same time, mostly 
in furnitute carts. There was notime to be 
lost while the epidemic raged most severely. 
Two hours after the first notice everything 
had to be done. Each hearse is used for 
about four or five funerala aday. We coach- 
men drive twice a day with mourners to Ols- 
dorf.”’ 

According to one opinion the disease came 
from India with the coolies on Woermann’s 
ships. They eerve as coal drillers. Another 
view is that it was brought about by filth on 
theso-calied American quay erected for Russian 
emigrants, These people washed their feet 
and took theirdrink from the same pool. 
Man never saw such awful cases of dirtiness. 

The first case, according to some, gecurred 
as far back as Easter, but the medical au- 
thorities shirked the responsibility of an- 
nouncing its real nature, They feared the 
damage. Had they made the announcemeng 
all might have gone well, but unfortuuately 
there followed a tremendous dearth. The 
Elbe water gained the consistency of soup. 
This generated an universal bacillic fermenta- 
tion in the Hamburg aqueducts. The tide 
drove back the sewage in the upper basin of 
the river from which the aqueducte are fed 
and the general sudden outbreak was the con- 
sequence, % 

‘* Burgomaster Peterson lives in Glotsberk, 
said another Hamburger. ‘*‘ He is an oid inan, 
always ailing, and hardly ever seen in the 
‘Rathhang. Dr. Krauss, the chief physician, 
is 81 years of age. Both ought long ago to 
have been put on the retired list. We are not 
unjust to these people. They lost their heads 
as we have lost ours. We are nearly out of 
danger now. We know the enemy and have 
boiled him. Boiling water does away with 
hit. 

They are serving put boiled water all over 
town. Thé chief disaster does not consist in 
the loss of 54,000 dyspeptic stomachs of all 
classes, but in the comparative stoppage of 
trade. Ships cannot leave the harbor. No- 
body knows when this state of : things will 


end; perhaps not before the first frost. Thi 
will b many a proud Hamburger. The 
worst part of the town lies rightin the swampy 
district extending from Klosterthor inland, in- 
cluding Filenthorst, and endmg at Spalding 


 strasse, next to the Berlin station. 


One authority whom I interviewed connects 
the disease with a pet egg It says Ham- 
burgers suffer universally from intermittent 
fever. This weakens the stomach,and thus they 
fall an easy prey to an invasion of bacilli. ‘The 
stomach 1s a citadel against cholera. Beware 
of dyspepsia. 

Things are not so bad by along way in Al- 
tona. The cases in Altona have been, strictly 
speaking, Hamburg cases, mostly imported. 
We are quite independent of the river for our 
water supply. We get water from inland 
springs and artesian wells. 


VESSELS FROM NEW YORK UNCLEAN. 


Havana Declares All Ships from America 
Are Suspicieus—Cholera in Europe. 

Havana, Sept. 15.—The Board of Health of 
this city has resolved to declare all vessels ar- 
riving from New York since the 11th iat. un- 
clean, and all arriving from other United 
States ports since that date suspicious, and to 
observe a strict quarantine against the United 
States. 

Lonvon, Sept. 15.—Six stowaways from a 
cholera-infected street in Antwerp were land- 
ed yesterday at Dover from the steamer Apol- 
lo, bound for New York. No opposition to 
their landing was made at Dover. 

AnTweRrP, Sept. 15.—The measures taken 
here to repress the cholera are totally insufii- 
cient. The municipal authorities, despite the 
fact that cholera victims are daily taken to 
the hospitals, continue to deny the existence 
of the disease. As a result the epidemic is 
spreading. Since yesterday ten patients have 
been taken to the hospital. Two children and 
a sailor died yesterday of cholera on board a 
vessel in the harbor here. 

Baussexs, Sept. 15.—There were reported in 
this city yesterday three cases of cholera. 
One of the patients died. 7 

TERHERAN, Sept. 15.—The deaths from chol- 
era in this city between Sept. 6 and Sept. 11 
were 2,355. In .the Shah’s camp at Sultan- 
eeyah, about 150 miles northwest of Teheran, 
where he and the upper classes pass the sum- 
mer, there have been 130 deaths from’ the 
disease, , 

Havre, Sept. 15.—Thirteen new cases of 
cholera and two deaths were reported here 
yesterday, against eleven new cases and seven 
deaths for Tuesday. 

St. Pererssurec, Sept. 15.—There is a 
marked decrease in the number of new cases 
of cholera in Russia, particularly. in the 
towns along the Voiga and in the Lieutenancy 
of Caucasus, where the disease has raged 
with extreme violence. In St. Petersburg 
yesterday tifty-five new cases and seventeen 
deaths were reported, a decrease of six cases 
and an increase of two deaths compared with 
the returns of Tuesday. 


NEVADA LOADED WITH IMMIGRANTS. 


The Guion Line Ship Has 900 from Liver- 
pool—Other Steerages Empty. 
Lonpon, Sept. 15.—The inman Line steam- 
er City of Paris, Capt. Watkins, from Liver- 
pool, sailed from Queenstown for New York 
today with-510 saloon and 371 second-class 
passengers, but no steerage passengers. The 
White Star Line steamer Germanic, Capt. 
Cameron, from Liverpool yesterday, also 
sailed from Queenstown for New York today. 
The passenger list comprises 214 persons in 
the saloon. The Germanic has neither sec- 
ond-clasz nor steerage passengers. The Guion 
Line steamer Nevada, Capt. Cushing, from 
Liverpool via Queenstown for New York, took 
900 steerage passengers. Of this number 400 
are natives of Great Britain. The others are 
foreigners, though there are no Russian Jews 
among them. Their luggage was disinfected 
at Liverpool before they were permitted to 
embark, and it was again disinfected at 
Queenstown. The Allan Line steamer Cartha- 
genian, Capt. Arance, from Liverpool Sept. 
13, for St. Johns, Halifax, and Montreal, has 
on board thirty saloon passengers and fifty 
second-class and steerage passengers. 


COLOMBIAN PORTS ARE CLOSED. 


Vessels from New York Will Not Be Al- 


lowed to Enter. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

PANAMA, Sept. 15,—The news that cholera 
has broken out in New York has created much 
anxiety here. The United States of Colombia 
has closed its ports against New York, thongh 
the Newport will be allowed a pratique if it 
has n° pestilence on board, The feeling here 
is bitter agaiast the New York City Board 
of Health, to which are attributed crim- 
inal carelesaness and neglect in permit- 
ting the plague to reach thecity. The cholera 
there is regarded as a grave menace to the 
safety of Central and South America. The 
French and English Ministers at Bogota have 
formally protested against the closure of the 
ports against their countries, but the govern- 
ment is firmly determined to maintain the 
measures adopted and refuses to open the 
ports, The agent of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship company here has suggested to the New 
York office that the route should be changed 
to Baltimore and Colon so as.to maintain traf- 
fic with San Francisco and Central and South 
America. 


IMPROVEMENT NOTED IN HAMBURG. 


The Pest Decreasing—Credit of 1,000,000 
Marks to Fight the Epidemic, 
| SPECIAL CABLE. | 

HambBura, Sept. 15.—The Durgerschaft last 
night unanimously passed the Senate bill 
authorizing an immediate credit of 1,000,000 
marks for the expenses of fighting the epi- 
demic. Yesterday 283 cases and 108 deaths, of 
which seventy-nine cases and twenty-seven 
deaths oceurred previously, were reported to 
the Statistical Bureau. This shows a decrease 
on the previous day’s record of _  sixty- 
one cases and (forty deaths. The 
police conveyed yesterday 157 sick and 
fifty-three bodies, an increase of twenty 
sick and six bodies. Private contributions 
to the cholera fund in Hamburg alone amount 
to over a million marks, As soon as colder 
weather sets in the misery of the working 
classes tnust increase. Much more money 
will be required to help tne poor. Eleven of 
the army surgeons, who came here on the out- 
break of cholera, have returned to their regi- 
ments. Four more are likely to foilow in the 
next few days. The worst is undoubtedly 
over. 

Dr. O. Moneckberg, President of the House 
of Burgesses, delivered a speech yesterday in 
which he repelled in strong terms the charges 
made against the Hamburg authorities in con- 
nection with the epidemic. His words meet 
with universal approval here. Dr. Koehler 


and Dr. Kohl have agreed to act as advisers to . 


the Cholera committee composed of members 
of the Senate and House of Burgesses. 
AMSTERDAM, Sept. 15.—A rag dealer at 
Merssen, Province of Limburg, has the chol- 
era.

Acts Unworthy of a Civilized Country.

The 7aqe- 
blatt, while censuring the barbarity of the 
mob, recognizes that the authorities are show- 
ing a full appreciation of their duties.

FOR A REFUGE CAMP. 


THE STATE AUTHORITINS SELECT 
A SITE NEAR CHICAGO. 


Dr. Reilly Won't Say Where It Is, but if 
the Board of Health Needs It Forcible 
Possession Will Be Taken if Necessary 
—Some Cholera Likely to Develop Here 
—Railroads Will Bring No Immigrants 
West Without Certificates of Inspection 
Gen. Torrence’s Plan for This City. 


As soon as the State health authorities get 
their hands on a man with the cholera bound 
for Illinois they will establish a camp of ref- 
‘uge and quarantine every person on the ‘rain 
bearing the unfortunate individual westward. 
‘The site of this camp has been selected, and 
ite location ig unknown except to the health 
authorities. Dr. Reilly said yesterday when 
the State Board wanted this property it would 
be taken by means of a Sheriff, and»that no 
injunction suits could be brought. 

“The State Board does not care to be 
placed in the same situation Dr. Jenkins of 
New York was regarding Fire Island. The 
reason I am keepiug the matter a secret is to 
avoid any conflict with real estate people or 
any one else. The camp, however, is wel 
situated and accessible to a line of railroad 
that connects with every trunk line entering 
the city. There are buildings on the ground 
and ‘it may not. be necessary to use any 


tents.” 

It is quite probable that the site for the 
camp of refuge is located on the Belt railroad 
and is south of the city. It may be, however, 
that it is on the Western Indiana road, which 
is a direct connection of the Belt road and is 
owned by the same company. 

The State Board of Health has decided to 
ask the Secretary of the Treasury to enforce 
the quarantine at the mouth of the Chicago 
River, and to detail the revenue cutter Andy 
Johnson for the service, with the necessary 
medical officers. When this is done all ves- 
sels coming to this port will be subjected to 
an inspection and vessels arriving after sunset 
will be compelled to wait in the outer harbor 
until sunrise. This willapply to all crafts 
from whatever port they hail. 

Dr. John Rauch, ex-Secretary of the 
Illinois State Board of Health, is in New York 
with ex-Surgeon-Generail Hamilton assisting in 
the fight against cholera. He telegraphed 
Dr. Reilly yesterday that the most rigid pre- 
caution was being taken in reference to im- 
migrants bound for the interior. The tele- 
gram also said: 

Situation more hopeful. Immigrants will be 
taken from Hoffman Isiand and cleared through 
Camp Low and Ellis Island. Every possible pre- 
caution is taken before immigrants are allowed to 
proceed to the interior. 

Dr. Reilly has telegraphed to Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Wyman of the Marine Hospital Service 
for the names and stations of all medical and 
non-medical government inspectors in the 
United States.. These were received yester- 
day, and the number indicates that the United 
States is well protected at the borders. There 
are between 90 and 100 medical inspectors at 
eighty-five different points in the United 
States. Twenty-five or thirty of these are sta- 
tioned at the Canadian border. re are in 
addition to these a large corps of non-medical 
immigration agents, who can be relied upon 
for material assistance. Dr. Reilly secured 
the address of each in order that he might 
communicate with them if necessary regard- 
ing the stoppage of trains containing immi- 
grants. 

‘It is altogether probable that we will have 
some cases of chpglera in Chicago,’’ said Dr. 
Reilly. “‘I base my betief on past experience, 
and if it = here it may develop again next 
spring. But I am contident it will not be epi- 
demic. Every day now brings us nearer cold- 
er weather, which will materially check the 
spread of cholera, Ido not believe there is 
any reason for any greatalarm. There are 
many infectious diseases which will do great- 
er harm than cholera,”’ 


| MUST HAVE CERTIFICATES OF HEALTH 


Else Railroada Will Not Bring Immigrants 
West—Gen,. Torrence’s Scheme. 

The railroads are coéperating with the city 
health officers. The transportation agents 
have given notice that hereafter no immi- 
grants will be accepted at seaport towns un- 
less they and their baggage are certified to by 
clean biils of health, Passengers who are 
already ou the road will be met outside the 
city as usual. Those bearing certificates for 
themselves and baggaye will be allowed to 
proceed, but those who are not protected in 
this way will be sent to quarantine near the 
State line. After detention and disinfection 
they will be given clean bills of health from 
Chicago and allowed to proceed. 

City health officers and Dr. Reilly agree 
that these regulations are sufficient in view of 
the present condition of the scourge to pro- 
tect Illinois from invasion, 

Mayor Washburne was appealed to yesterday 
by Mayor Pingree of Detroit asking him to join 
Chicago with other cities in a petition to Presi- 
dent Harrison asking him to stop immigra- 
tion for ninety days. Mayor Washburne re- 
plied that he was prepared to join in a memo- 
rial to the President urging the suspension of 
immigration until all danger of a cholera epi- 
demic has passed, 

Plans for shutting cholera-tainted immigra- 
tion out of Chicago was the subject of an im- 
portant conference at the Mayor’s office yes- 
terday. Dr. Reilly of the State Board of 
Health, Health Commissioner Ware, Secre-+ 
tary Kellogg, Controller May, and Mayor 
Washburne were present. 

Mr. Washburne read a letter from Geh. 
Torrence in whicha plan of operation was 
outlined. The General suggested that all im- 
migrant trains from the East, irrespective of 
the degree of suspicion with which they were 
regarded, be met at a safe distance from the 
city. Passengers bound beyond Chicago 
should there be transferred and shipped to 
their destinations over the belt line tracks 
without entering the city. Chicago pas- 
sengers should be held in quarantine durin 
the period of incubation before being allowe 
to enter the city. Conference with the rail- 
roads was necessary before this plan could 
be adopted, and the conference adjourned 
until this morning. Then Gen. Torrence wiil 
be present to further describe his plan. 


PASSENGERS BY WAY OF ENGLAND. 


Report That Norway and Sweden Have De- 
clared Two to Five Days’ Quarantine.

Dr. J. D. Ware, Commissioner of Health

Van for Fumigating Clothing. 


of a portable disinfecting van for fumigating 
clothing, bedding, ete.

Steam is used to kill the germs 
and is generated by asmall gas engine and 
boiler, carried in the rear of the van.

GRAVE FEARS FOR ALLISON V. AR- 
MOUR’S PLEASURE YACHT. 


The Owner Has Not Yet Given Up Hoepe 
and Thinks the Craft Is Drifting Out of 
‘the Course af Steamers or Riding at 
Anchor—Two Schooners Missing on 
Lake Huron—The Consort of One of 
‘Them Searching for Its Mate—Possibil- 
ity of Its Having Capsized. 


Not a word or a trace was received from the 
missing steam yacht Gryphon yesterday. 
Friends of Capt. E. J. Bussey, who had charge 
of the yacht, began to admit the possibility 
for the first time that the Gryphon might have 
been swamped in the heavyseas of Wednesday 
and gone to the bottom of Lake Michigan. 
Telegrams were sent to South Chicago, Mich- 
igan City, New Buffalo. St. Joseph, and South 
Haven, all the ports which the Gryphon could 
possibly have made in the northwester, but 
the uniform repiy last night was: ‘* Nothing 
seen or heard here of the Gryphon. Vessel 
Captains have not passed her or seen any 
wreckage.”’ 

Deputy Collector Burke instructed his in- 
spectors at the barge office to hail ail inéom- 
ing craft with inquiries about the missing 
yacht. Still there was no word. [he only 
boat to arrive from the east shore last night 
was the steamer Chicora from St. Joseph. A 
sharp lookout had been kept ali the way over 
for the Gryphon, but nothing could be dis- 
cerned. Capt. Mann was of the opmion, how- 
ever, that the yacht was all right. 

“If she had lived through the gale 
of Tuesday night she ought to 
be- now afinat. The hardest time 
of the blow was from 4to 10 o’clock Tuesday 
evening. The Gryphon must have been’ out 
in all of this and weathered it in safety, as she

was sighted by the schooner Ralph Campbell 
at 5 o’clock Wednesday morning. From that 
time to this the wind has been growing steadi- 
ly lighter, the sea has run down and the Gry- 
phon would have been in no great danger 
even if disabled.”’ 

The Captain of the Cape Horn, who came 
across the lake after the Ralph Campbell, but 
did not sight the Gryphon, is of the opinion 
that the yacht could not have been over thirty 


miles from Muskegon when last seen. In. 


that case it would have drifted ashore long 
before this. Capt. Bussey resides at No. 291 
Illinois street. A call at his home last night 
found his family in deep grief, as it was feared 
that he had surely been lost. They were 
tidings every time a_ step 
approached the door of the flat. Thus they 
had waited and hoped for two days, and the 
suspense, it could be seen, was something in- 
tense. Mr. Armour had promised to send the 
tirst word he received of the missing boat, but 
still no word. had come. 

Upto midnight Allison V. Armour, owner 
of the Gryphon,,had not been able, despite 
strenuous efforts, to get any trace of his boat. 
He was beginningto admit that the mishap 
might have a tragic ending. He still expressed 
confidence in the Gryphon’s ability to weather 
the gale. He said that the yacht had two large 
anchors which might have been thrown over as 
it drifted toward the beach. The Gryphon has 
two good-sized lifeboats, and even if it cameto 
the worst the crew might have taken to them 
and rode out all the bad weather since 
Wednesday. 

Unless some tidings of the missing yacht 
are received today it is most likely that it was 
swamped as it drifted helpless from its dis- 
abled machinery, and went to the bottom be- 
fore the crew had time to launch the lifeboats 
or make other preparations for the end. It 
must have gone so quickly that all were 
thrown into the water and soon gave up. 

Mr. Armour said last night: ‘“‘I feel confi- 
dent that the ree has been drifting to- 
ward shore since Wednesday, and that we will 
hear from it in the morning.” 

Capt. E. J. Bussey, master of the Gryphon. 
is an old-timer on the lakes, having sailed and 
commanded various vessels for more than 
twenty years. He is regarded as thoroughly 
competent_and equal to any emergency likely 
to arise.” He resides at No, 291 Illinvig street. 
The Gryphon was built in Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., by Dr. C. D. Miller, a successful den- 
tist as well as boat builder. The yacht is 
81 feet 4 inches long by only 10 feet beam. 
It is constructed of mahogany, with bronze 
and copper fastenings, and provided with the 
latest improvements in safety boilers and 
triple-expansion engines. It is said to havea 
registered speed of eighteen miles. It was 
offered to Chicago parties last year, but was 
rejected because the narrow width and light 
draft were considered to unfit it for the heavy 
seagoing on the Jakes. 


FEARS THAT TWO VESSELS ARE LOST, 


The Josephine and Glad Tidings Missing on 


Lake Huron—Searching for Them, 

Atprena, Mich., Sept. 15.—The propeller 
Josephine came in here at a late hour Jast 
night and reported the loss of the schooner 
Thomas Parker, which was in the Josephine’s 
tow. The Parker parted its ine in Saginaw 
Bay about twenty-six miles up from Point 
au Barques. The last seen of the Parker it 
was standing on the port tack. It had on 
1,400 tons of coal and was bound for Chicago. 
All porte have been telegraphed to but noth- 
ing has been heard of the Parker. : It is feared 
that the schooner went down in the gale of 
Tuesday and that all on board have been lost. 
The Josephine is out looking for the lost 
schooner. 

Vessels reaching here report aterrible storm 
Tuesday night. Ihe Giad Tidings, owned 
here, has not been heard from since the 
storm. As its load was a little topheavy it is 
feared the boat was caught in the gale and 
rolled over.

Wasuineatoy, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
At the coming Grand Army encampment 
there will probably be discussed a proposi- 
tion to erect in this city &@ memorial arch ‘to 
the Grand Army of the Republic. The idea 
often advanced heretofore of erecting a me- 
morial arch will probably crystallize into re- 
sult, and it is believed this encampment of- 
fers the most auspicious Occasion for the be- 
ginning of it. The promoters of the plan 
maintain that Washington is the proper loca- 
tion for a memorial, a8 the capital of the Na- 
tion toward whose preservation were directed 
the efforts of the men who now compose the 
Grand*‘Army. It is suggested that a memo- 
rial arch be erected on the brow of the hill at 
the head of Sixteenth street, facing the Execu- 
tive Mansion and towering above the city. It 
is urged that this would be a commanding 
position and one that would add to the- effect 
of the arch itself. The suggestion may be 
brought before the eacampment in an official 
way during the session. 

Will Examine Other Armas, 


The War Department has received the re- 
port of the Army Board appointed to examine 
into magazine small arms. The board has 
been in session over & year and a half and has 
examined fifty-three guns. The report states 
that the United States is far behind other na- 
tions in the adoption of a modern type of a 
sinall magazine arm.

Irrigation of Western Farms, 


The Census Bureau has issued a bulletin 
upon the general subject of irrigation in the 
Western States. It is shown that of the 124,- 
808 farms enumerated in the arid region in 
June, 1890, 52,584, or 42.13 per cent. contained 
land on which crops were raised in 1889 by the 
artificial applidation of water. The entire 


area of land irrigated was 3,564,416 acres—, 


20.72 per cent of the total area of the 52,584 
irrigated farms, 9.66 per cent of the total area 
of the whole number of farms enumerated, 
and about one-half of 1 per cent of the total 
land area of the arid region.

WORKINGMEN DECLARE FOR PROTECTION 


The Protection League Addressed by Ex- 
Ald, O’Connor and Others, 

The Workingmen’s Protective League held 
a meeting last evening at the Swedish Music 
Hall; No. 456 Thirty-first street. Louis Kal- 
len, President of the club, acted as Chairman 
and a giee club furnished music. The plat- 
form read declares for protection and asks 
all who indorse them to pledge themselves 
to support candidates who are pledged to pro- 
The meeting ratified it unani- 
mously, Ex-Ald. Edward O’Connor, Repub- 
lican candidate fer Congresa in the Second 
District, made a strong protection speech. 
He assailed the Democrats and ridiculed the 
claim of the party leaders that the Demucratic 
party was the friend of the laboring man. He 
said that if there was any class of men who 
should put themselves on record for protec- 
tion it was the workingmen. He also pointed 
out somé of the strong points of the Harrison 
administration. 

William H. Kliver, ex-President of the 
Carpenters’ Union, said that as a trades 
unionist he could not see how a man could 
say he was afreetrader. He did not see how 
a mnan who belonged to such an organization 
und wanted protection for himself would want 
the country in which he lived unprotected. 
He called attention to the fact that 
it was Republicans who ve the eight- 
hour law to thé people of Chicago. 
It was natural for capitalists to take advan- 
tage of the laboringman. and it is not done 
quite so much by Republican capitalists as by 
Democratic capitalists. He denounced the 
Congressional committee that went to Home- 
stead, and said it was a Deimocratic Governor 
in Pennsylvania that callea out the militia. 
He blamed Caivin Brice for all the 
trouble in Tennessee because he em- 
ployed convict labor. He asked those 
born in a free trade country 
if they were not better off in protected Amer- 
ica than in free trade Europe. 

C. R. Tempel made some remarks on the 
force bill. He said thatthe bill simply pro- 
vided that the ‘* Brigadiers’’ should stand 
aside and let the colored man vote. 


WHAT IS AMERICAN SPELLING? 


Some of the Slight Peculiarities Which So 
Enrage British Journalists. 

Brander Matthews in Harper’s Monthly: 
What, then, do British writers. mean when 
they/animadvert upon “American spelling’’? 
So far as I have been unable to discover, the 
British journalists object to certain minor 
labor-saving improvements of American or- 
thography, such as the dropping of the **k” 
from “‘almanack,” the omission of one “g”’ 
from *‘ waggon,’’ and the like; and they pro- 
test with double force, with all the strength 
that in them lies, against the substitution of 
asingle | for a double | in such words as 
traveller, against the omission of the u from 
such words as honour, against ‘he substitution 
ofansforacin such words as defence, and 
against the transposing of the final two letters 
in such words as theatre, and plow for plough. 
The objection to American spelling may lie 
deeper than I have here suggested, and it may 
have a wider application; but I have done my 
best to state it fully and fairiy as I have de- 
duced it frou: a painful perusal of many col- 
umns of exacerbated British writing. 

Now if I have succeeded in stating honestly 
the extent of the British journalistic objec- 
tions to ** American spelling,’ the unpreju- 
diced reader may be moved to ask: * Is this 
all?’ Are these few and slight and unimpor- 
tant changes the cause of this mighty com- 
motion?’ One may agree with Sainte-Beuve 
in thinking that ** orthography is the begin- 
ning of literature,’’ without discovering in 
these modifications from the Johnsonian 
canon any cause for extreme disgust. And 
since I have quoted Sainte-Beuve once I vent- 
ure to cite him again and to take from the 
same letter of March 15, 1867, his suggestion 
that “if we write more correctly let it be to 
express especially honest feelings and just 
thoughts.”’ 

The tenacity with which some of the news- 
papers of London are wont to defend the ac- 
cepted British orthography is perhaps due 
rather to feeling than to thought. Lowell told 
us that esthetic auatred burned nowadays with 
as fierce a flame as ever once theological ha- 
tred;and any American whochances to note the 
force and fervor and the frequency of the ob- 
jurgations against ** American spelling” in 
the columns of the Saturday Review, for ex- 
ample, and of the Atheneum, may find him- 
self wondering as to the date of the Papal bull 
which declared the infallibility of contempor- 
ary British orthography, and as to the place 
where the council of the church was held at 
which it was made an article of faith. 


Whittier on His Life and Works. 

Mr. Whittier when interviewed some time ago 
as to his favorite works, replied: ‘O, really, I 
have none. Much that I have written I wish was 
as deep in the Red Sea as Pharaoh's chariot 
wheels. Much of the bread cast on the waters I 
wish had never returned. It is not fair to revive 
writings compo in the shadow of conditions 
that make every acceptable work impossible. In 
my early life 1. was not favored with good 
opportunities. Limited chances for ecduca- 
tion and a lack of books always stood in 
my way. When 1 began to write 1 hadseen noth- 
i and virtually knew nothing of the world. 
Of course, thing written then could not be worth 
much. In my father’s house there were not a 
dozen books. and they were of a severetype. The 
only one that approached poetry was a rhymed 
history of King David. written by a contemporary 
of George Fox, the Quaker, There was one poor 
novel in the family.. It belonged to an aunt. 
This 1 secured one day, but when I had read it 
about half through I was discovered and it was 
taken away from me.’’— Boston Journal.

DEATH OF FOUR MEN DUE SOLELY 
TO CARELESSNESS. 


Mixing of Orders by a Chicago and North. 
western Train Dispatcher Results in a 
Collision—His Wife Was on Board One 
of the Cars, but Escaped Uninjured— 
Crack Shooting by Capt. Aiken at Camp 
Lincoln, Beating All Records, Both 
Militia and Regular Army.

CRACK SHOOTING BY CAPT. AIKEN. 


He Scores One Hundred and Eighty Out of 
a Possible Two Hundred, 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—At 
the State rifle team shoot today at Camp Lin- 
coln Capt. R. H. Aiken made an enviable rep- 
utation by scoring 180 points out of a possible 
200 at Known distances from the 200, 300, 500, 
and 600 yard marks. This is phenomenal 
shooting, and Capt. Aiken has accomplished a 
feat that has never been equaled either in the 
militia or the regular army. At the 600-yard 
range he made 45 out of a possible 50 points, 
with a fish-tail wind to contend against that 
necessitated a readjustment of the wind-gauge 
at every shot.

A masortry of the Council Committee on 
Schools have placed the Mayor’s nomination 
of Miss Ada C. Sweet as a member of the 
Hoard of Education on file.

The spite-working 
majority of the committee, however, have not 
settled this case by putting it on file. Miss 
Sweet is not so easily filed. A minority of the 
committee will report in favor of her appoint- 
ment, and thus bringthe matter before the 
Council, which must either accept or reject 
it. Tue Trisune does not believe that the 
Council will fly in the face of public senti- 
ment by taking the latter course.’ If it does, 
the Mayor should report her name again, and 
continue to report it, and decline to nominate 
any one else inher place. If the Council 
wants to make an issue on this matter, then 
the people wiil have something to say about it. 


THERE IS NO OCCASION FOR CHOLERA 
ALARM. 

There is no occasion for alarm in the 
report from New York that five persons 
have died in that city of Asiatic cholera 
since Sept. 6. It is the universal testi- 


mony of the officials that there have been 


no secondary cases, that the pest has not been 
communicated to others, that every precau- 
tion has been taken to prevent the spread of 
the epidemic from the localities where it 
broke out, that these fatalities occurred, the 
first more than a week ago and the last Tues- 
day last, and that no cases have been reported 
since the latterdate. It is also to be remem- 
bered that even shouid it reappear it will only 
be in the form of sporadic cases, which will 
quickly disappear under the beneficent ac- 
tion of the frost. 

There is, therefore, no occasion. for alarm. 
Indeed, why should there be any under any 


/ circumstances? What ia the cause of this 


general dread of cholera, which amounts well 
nigh to panic when it is raging? ‘The num- 
ber of deaths in Chicago last year was 27,754. 
Of this number 4,585, or about one-sixth, died 
of acute lung diseases.' In the United States 
at large about 1,500,000 personsdied last year, 
of which number about 200,000 died of con- 
sumption. Comparatively large numbers die 
from typhoid-fever and diphtheria, and the 
infant mortality is always great. But sup- 
pose 4,600 persons in thiscity and’ over 200,- 
000 in the country had died of cholera. 
There is no excitement over the deaths 
from consumption or over those resulting 


‘from fevers, numerous as they are, but if an 


equal number had died of cholera there would 
have been excitement equal to panic, and people 
would have fled in all directions, at least 
those who Could get away. It is probable this 
dread of cholera grows out of the fact that it 
is swift in its operation and exceedingly pain 
ful in its earlier stages, while consumption is 
a protracted and comparatively painless dis- 
ease. There is something also sensational in 
the fact that .cholera is progressive ana 
spreads from place to place, while consump- 
tion is stationary. 

Again, cholera is a mysterious foreign dis- 
ease which suddenly and without warning 
emerges from its Asiatic home and speeds 
swiftly westward, killing its victims ina few 
hours, while consumption is thoroughly fa- 
miliar—a home disease every one knows, 
often an inheritance handed down from par- 
ent to child. It is regarded with commisera- 
tion, but not with terror. It never creates 
any 2xcitement, common as it is and absolute- 
ly fatal as it always will be. 

There is therefore no good reason why there 
should be any panic over cholera. There is 
no reason why any place whichis clean should 
have asevere visitation of cholera. It depends 
almost wholly upon the people of each mu- 
nicipality whether they are attacked by it. If 
whole precincts and wards persist in’ being 
filthy and in disregarding the most ordinary 
sanitary precautions they cannot -expect to 
escape it, for it is generated in decomposing 
organic matter, in other words, garbage and 
filth. Chicago has to thoroughly clean up 
and burn up the cleanings. If it neglects its 
duty and persists in remaining in the condi- 
tion of a rendering tank or a hog-pen in many 
of its river precincts it will do all it can to in- 
vite the cholera in 1893, if any of the germs 
survive the winter, and it will only have itself 
to blame if it comes. But the hoe, shovel, and 
fire will ward off the pest. The Illinois State 
Board bas summed up its advice to the people 
in the following terse fashion: ‘“‘ There 1s no 
occasion for panic; there is every occasion for 
a general cleaning up.” Chicago must im- 
prove the occasion. Clean up the city. Burn 
the garbage and all the collected filth. Purify 
it by fire.

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The managers have also sent out one of 


their trusty men to raise funds from the cor- 
porations and the plutocrats of their party. 
They want a fund of $100,000. What for? 

Nosuch sum of money can be honestly 
spent for campaign purposes in this county. 
The tickets are printed and distributed to the 
voters at the public expense. There are no 
ticket peddlers to hire this time, and that here- 
tofore has been the chief item of party ex- 
pense in an election. The local committee 
proposes to waste but precious little 
of its money on campaign literature. Mr. 
Cable’s National Branch committee has agreed 
to pay 50 cents per head—the actual expense— 
for the naturalization of foreign voters of 
Democratic proclivities. 

How then is the $100,000 to be spent? The 
most probable and plausible explanation 
offered is that it is to be used for colonizing 
voters in the lodging-house districts of the 
tough wards and in the vicinity of the Worid’s 
Fair grounds. The registries are to be stuffed 
with the names of the “colonists,’’ Men will 
be ready on election day to vote ia their 
names. This is an oid Democratic practice. 
It was worked two years ago, when Lawler 
was a candidate for Sheriff.’ It was worked 
the following spring, when Cregier was a 
candidate for reélection. It is a dangerous 
scheme at this time.

the lodging houses will be bunched in fo suffo- 
cation with tramps, crowded to such an extent 
that pestilence may arise. Thus the villain- 
ous scheme 1s a menace to the public health 
of the city as well as an infernal outrage 
against the rights of the honest voters. But 
that some.such scheme 1s contemplated seems 
certain from the signs and size of the coloniza- 
tion fund. 

The Republican Campaign committee must 
be active and wide awake in order to thwart 
it.

THE DESPAIR OF THE DEMOCRATIC CA- 
LAMITY HOWLERS. 

The Democratic calamity howlers are hav- 
ing bushels of trouble in their effort to prove, 
in spite of obstinate facts and figures, that 
New York is not a blooming garden but a 
barren waste. Furst, Grover Cleveland’s 
friend Peck, the Democratic Labor Commis- 
sioner, smote them by demonstrating in his 
ninth annual report that there was a net in- 
crease in wages of $6,377,925 in the year 1891, 
as compared with the amount paid in_ 1890, 
and a net increase of production of $31,315,130 
in the same period over 1890, and that of the 
sixty-seven industries covered by him 77 per 
cent of them show an increase either of wages 
or product. 

Second, the Democratic Banking Superin- 
tendent of New York cuffed them by show- 
ing that Jan. 1, 1889, two months before Mr. 
Harrison’s inauguration, the small depositors 
of that State had $523,677,575 to their credit in 
the savings banks, and that July 1 last their 
deposits were $610,560,031. In a word, during 
the Harrison admiuistration the workingmen 
of New York have increased their cash savings 
by 87 millions, and the number of depositors 
has increased from 1,362,552 to 1,556,133, thus 
demonstrating that in this time of allegea 
calamity nearly 200,000 more workingmen in 
New York have put something to their credit 
in the savings U&nks. Thus the Democratic 
Bank Superintendent confirms the statements 
of the Democratic Labor Commissioner, 

Third; Peck having smote them and Pres- 
ton having cuffed them, now come the State 
assessors, said to be good Democrats, and 
kick them. Their report shows that there was 
an increase during the year 1891 of $152, 
347,753 over the preceding year in the total of 
the equalized real and personal property of 
the State. Thus the Democratic State As- 
sessors confirm the Democratic State Banking 
Superintendent who confirms the Democratic 
Labor Commissioner, 

And now comes the Superintendent of the 
Census, who is not a Democrat, but who is 
supported by all the good Democrats above 
referred to, and who has been summarizing 
the labor and wage statistics of thirty-five 
cities. He tinds that in these thirty-five indus- 
trial centers the number of workmen in- 
creased from 666,736 in 1880 to 1,138,968 in 
1890, wmle the total wages increased from 
$265,806,145 in 1880 to $655,158,158 in 1890. 
The net increase in pay per hand was $172 or 
43 percent. If Mr. Porter’s figures stood by 
themselves the calamity howlers would scoff 
at them as electioneering pretensajons or in- 
ventions of the enemy; but Mr. Porter’s fig- 
ures are verified by the figures from a cloud 
of official Democratic witnesses. 

Thus the Democratic calamity howlers have 
been smitten, cuffed, and kicked by their 
own officials. Thus their predictions of mis- 
ery and ruin, all on account:-of protection, 
have been nullified by the obstinate facts and 
figures which will not lie for them and which 
persist in showing prosperity where the calam- 
ity howlers claim there is none. They have 
enough to do to keep them busy until election 
time in trying to explain away the facts 
brought forward by their own people. They 
ought to be grateful that under the McKinley 
Tariff bill the State of New York is blossom- 
ing like the rose, but they are not. Like the 
confirmed pessimists that they are they are 
determined not only to be unhappy and mis- 
erable themselves but to insist upon it that 
every one else is in the same gloomy condi- 
tion. Fortunately, however, this kind of mis- 

anthropy carries its own antidote with it. It 
is the hardest thing in the world to make a 
man believe he is unhappy when he is happy. 
It is just as hard to ake a man believe that 
he is getting less wages and that ruin stares 
him in the face when he is getting more 
wages and his bank account is increasing 
every month. 
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CLEVELAND AND CONVICT LABOR. 

If the workingmen of this country would 
not be harmed, and would suffer no reduction 
of wages if exposed to the competition of the 
millions of cheaply paid laborers of Europe, 
it is manifest that they could not be injured 
by the competition of the cheap labor of the 
convicts in the penitentiaries of the United 
States. The Democratic workingmen, not 
being very logical, believe the competition of 
a handful of convict workmen to be dan- 
gerous to their interests, but that the com- 
petition of millions of Europe’s cheap me- 
chanics would be harmless! 

Mr. Cleveland, having a better trained and 
more logical mind, sees that if the greater 
competition is not injurious the lesser cannot 
be. It is known from his message of 1887 and 
his speech of acceptance that he thinks the 
ports should be opened, European competitive 
goods let in free, and American workingmen 
obliged to fight the cheap labor foreign ones 
unprotected. Therefore it would stand to 
reason that he has no objections to convict 
labor. The matter does not depend on-con- 
jecture, however. He communicated his views 
on that subject to Congress some years ago. 

In his message of 1886 he called attention to 
the fact that the United States prisoners were 
scattered among the penitentiafies of over 
thirty States, and recommended that the 
government build several institutions of its 
own to be managed by its own officers. Said 
Mr. Cleveland: 


The considerable cost of maintaining these con- 
victs as at present in State institutions would be 
saved by the adoption of thé plan proposed, and 
by employing them in the manufacture of such 
articles as were needed for use by the government 
quite a large pecuniary benefit would be realized 
in partial return for our outlay. 


If this plan were carried out certain goods 
used by the government made now by free 
labor for remunerative wages would be made 
by convicts, and the more work they did, there 
would be that much less for Democratic 
workingmen, and they would have to crowd 
into other trades and force Gown wages there. 
But the government would get its goods cheap- 
er than before, and according to the Demo- 
crats governments are instituted for the sole 
purpose of cheapening things, regardless of its 
effect on wage earners. 

In his message of 1886 Mr. Cleveland uses 
the hackneyed phrase in the Democratic 
straddle platform that the plan he suggests 
must be carried out “with due regard to the 
rights and interests of our laboring zitizens.” 
Were he writing on the same subject in 1892 
he would drop out that clap trap, and say

labor products of Europe with which to knock 
out the dearer labor products of this country. 
How the * Stuffed Prophet ” does love the poor 
man! 
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THE JUNIOR DEMOCRATIC ORGAN WAST- 
ING TIME. 

The junior Democratic organ, turning aside 
for the moment from the “burning ques- 
tions” of the day and the pending campaign, 
has been engaging in antiquarian researches. 
It has discovered that in 1888 Tur Tripunz 
said that it believed some of the then tariff 
duties were too high. It has discovered also 
that in 1890 Tue Tarsune opposed energetic- 
ally, and unfortunately without success, some 
of the proposed increases of the tariff law of 
that year, Having unearthed these facts of 
ancient history, the junior organ prints them 
with foot notes and commentaries, and ap- 
pears to labor under the impression that it 
has contributed something of value to the 
campaign of 1892. But Tue Trrsune is nota 
candidate for any office and the enterprise of 
the junior organ is wasted. Thequestion to be 
settled in November is not whether there shall 
be high protective or moderate protective 
duties on competing foreign goods, but 
whether there shall be any protective duties 
atall. The question is not whether the duties 
on woolens or pearl buttons, or tinplate or 
cut glass, were raised too much by the Mc- 
Kinley law and shouid be reduced, but whether 
there shall be any duties ofA woolens or pear! 
buttons or tinplate or glass or any other man- 
ufacture. Consequently, what Taz Trrsunz 
said two years or four years or ten years ago 
against high duties is not pertinent now, un- 
less it can be shown that. it declared in favor 
f the repeal of all duties on competitive 
goods. ‘The junior organ will search long and 
far, however, before it finds any indorsement 
of that Calhoun-Jeff Davis Democratic doc- 
trine in this paper. ‘ . 

Tue Trisunz has not always agreed with 
all the leaders of its party, nor have the leaders 
of the party always been in the right. A 
search of its files during 1862 and 1863 will 
show that it urged a more vigerous policy 
than the leaders were inclined to carry out, 
If the junior organ saw fit it could publish 
extracts from editorials printed in those years, 
indicating that this paper thinks its own 
thoughts and expresses them, even if they do 
not always have the official party stamp of all 
the leaders on them. If the junior organ 
possessed a little more of the same sort of in- 
dependence it would promute its influence 
and increase the confidence of its readers in 
the sincerity of its teachings.

Three days ago the evening continuation 
and attenuation of a morning Democratic 
paper printed conspicuously a fakement to 
the effect that Messrs. Widener, Elkins, et al., 
who are generally spoken of as “ the Phila- 
delpbians,’”’ had sold out their holdings in the 
Chicago cable roads and that Mr. Yerkes was 
about to imitate their example and go to New 
York.

Yesterday it 
tinished the demolition of the fakement by the 
publication of the followmg dispatch: 

ATLANTIC Crry, N. J.. Sept. 14.—** That is a lie,”’ 
said P, A. B. Widener, President of the Traction 
company, When told that it was reportedin Chi- 
cago that he and his colleagues, familiarly known 
as the Philadelphia crowd, had sold their Chica- 
go cable railroad holdings. **‘ What is more, we 
bave recently been heavy purchasers, and have 


increased our holdings during the late rise in the 
stock. There is no truth whatever in the story.’’ 


The evening paper, being a bad-tempered 


concern, got angry over the bursting of its } 


soap bubble and attacked Taz Trisune edi- 
torially, alleging that it is in the pay of Mr. 
Yerkes! This shows the motives which gov- 
ern theevening paper. It cannot understand 
bow a paper can print the truth without being 
paid todo so. It knows that if Mr. Yerkes 
thought it worth his while to subsidize the 
tag end concern it would have nothing to 
say othim except in the way of- kindness 
and eulogy. 

Tue TRIBUNE does not. propose, however, to 
stop printing the news or exposing bogus sen- 
sations because an evening paper being actu- 
ated by mercenary motives itself thinks all 
other journals are. Tue Trisune admits that 
newspapers may makeincorrect statements in 
their efforts to print the news. Early it has 
made such errors itself. So long as the aim 
is to give the news truthfully those blunders 
are venial. But Tue Trisune has no pa- 
tience with fakements, with the publication 
of deliberate, premeditated, and sensational 
falsehoods. It does not do that kind of thing 
itself, and when it sees these utterly false 
yarns like that about the cable roads in the 
evening tailpiece, or a thrilling detailed ac- 
count of the wreck of the Sibley yacht by an 
eye witness in the morning edition of the con- 
cern, it will expose their authors, even if the 
heathen do rage and throw some of their 
abundant stock of mud. 
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A REVENUE TARIFF WITH INCIDENTAL 
PROTECTION, 

Mr. -Watterson of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal contends that all duties giving pro- 
tection to American manufactures violate the 
Constitution ana rob the consumer. 

Now let us consider this position a little. 
We freely concede that it was first put forth 
by John C, Calhoun, who holds as high a place 
in the Southern mind as Daniel Webster in the 
Northern. Mr. Watterson will admit that the 
government has a right to levy duties on im- 
ports to get revenue. That power 1s given 
without qualification as to the class of 
goods on which duties may be im- 
posed. In the exercise of its power 
Congress has put duties upon woolen manu- 
factures to raise revenue, During the fiscal 
year 1890-’91 the government got over $34,000,- 
000 of revenue from that source. The money 
thus obtained was expended for public pur- 
poses, for the pay of the soldiers and sailors, 
the construction of public buildings and war- 
ships for national defense, for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors, the support of 
courts, the payment of pensions of Union 
soldiers, the maintenance of light-houses, etc. 
Not a cent of it went to manufacturers of 
woolen goods. If any was paid to the 
Carnegie company it was for warship armor 
furnished by it for fighting ships. Mr. Wat- 
terson must admit’ that these duties on 
woolens were constitutionally levied and the 
money constitutionally expended. 

_ But these duties have certain incidental 
consequences. It will be conceded that their 
effect is to raise the price of the imported 
woolens on the consumers to some extent. 
The Republicans claim that by reason of the 
protection given by this increase in price of 
woolens competing with foreign manufacture 
American producers are able to make cloths 
for the market, because the price obtained 
for the goods 1s sufficient to enable them to 
pay the operatives the wages demanded by 
the latter, and were it not for this incidental 
protection that could not be done and woolen 
manufacturing in this country would lan- 
guish and perbaps die out. Thirteen years 
ago there were 88,010 wage working operatives 
in American woolen mills, There must be at 
this time fully 120,000 operatives receiving 
almost twice British wages. Counting in 
those dependent on them for a living there 


must be half a million of people in the United 


in woolen mills. What will become of this 
multitude under the free importation of Euro- 
pean woolens of all kinds? 

If Mr. Watterson agrees that the duties on 
woolens are legal, but that the incidental pro- 
tection is unconstitutional and a robbery, the 
answer is, it is impossible to separate the du- 
ties and their incidents. Hence, he demands 
the repeal of all duties on woolens and 
that duties shall be levied on articles like tea, 
coffee, and sugar, which will give.no inciden- 
tal protection. As any duty on woolens, no 
matter how small, will give some protection 
to American woolen mills he and his party 
wish such articles to be let in free. On what 
things, then, will he impose his “ for revenue 
only” duties? On tea, sugar, and coffee? 
Then let him say so. And in addition to tell- 
ing just how he proposes to raise custom- 
house reverue he ought to state distinctly 
that the decision in the Topeka case dealt sim- 
ply with taxes to raise money for a private 
corporation and had nothing todo with taxes 
to raise money exclusively for government 
purposes, With the incidental consequences 
of a lawful system of taxation the courts have 
aothing to do. 


Tue Democratic papers pretend to derive 
great comfort from the Maine and Vermont 
elections. They resort to the old, familiar sys- 
tem of percentages, and figure out an easy 
victory in November. They say that there 
has been a falling off of 20 per cent in the 
Republican vote in the two States named. 


Then they proceed to show with much display 


of statistical kngwledge that if the Repub- 
lican vote were to fall off 20'‘per cent in No- 
vember in Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan, lowa, and Minnesota, Cleveland ‘would 
carry all those States by big majorities. He 
surely would, if, etc., but unluckily for the 
Democratic officeseekers these promised fall- 
ings-off will not come. 

This method of percentages was introduced 
as early as 1872. In that year the Democrats 
and ** Liberals ’’ were beaten in Vermont and 
Maine, but they figured out without difficulty 
that if the Republican vote in New York, In- 
diana, etc., fell off as much in November as 
the Maine and Vermont vote had in Septem- 
ber, Greeley would be elected. Don Dickin- 
son of Michigan went into the per cent busi- 
ness in 1888. Some yery encouraging editorials 
and speeches were based on these comforting 
percentages. But he proved to bea rainbow 
chaser. For some reason the November 
rote did not meet the expectations of Don 
Dickinson and his arithmeticians, and 
Harrison was elected. On many occasions 
the hearts of the faithful Democrats have been 
cheered by percentages based on’ the Septem- 
ber elections in two New England States, but 
they never panned out in November. If the 
Democrats choose to amuse themselves at the 
game of percentages iet them do so.

The resolution nassed by the board in reality 
settles nothing. The chargés against Mrs.

As it is; the board has taken 
upon itself to punish her for three months 
and then restore her name to the rolls after 
removal to some other school. This is not a 
good disposal of the case. Either the teacher 
should have been peremptorily dismissed or 
she should have been absolutely acquitted of 
the charges against her and restored to her 
school.

FIRST MEETING OF THE FIFTH 
ANNUAL CONVENTION. 


‘president Clarkson Tells of the Work Done 


and What Will Be Done by the Club’s 
Aid—Reports Show the Advance Made 
10ov. McKinley Given a Great Recep- 
tion— Massachusetts’ Labor Statistics and 
Their Story—Decatur Wigwam Is Ded- 
icated—Other Political News. 

Burraro, N. Y., Sept. 15.—)| Special. ]—The 
National League of Republican Clubs finished 
one-half of the business of ite fifth annual con- 
vention today, and will do the other half to- 
morrow. Uncle Jerry Rusk is with the 
leaguers, and when he mapped out .today’s 
weather undoubtedly he had one eye onthe 
Buffalo convention. He gave Western New 
York'a first-class convention day ana thereby 


did his best to further the success of the gath- 


ering. Undoubtedly the officers and man- 
agers of the convention expected a larger con- 
yention than this one. The reason for 
this disappointment is easily explained. 
Perhaps the most important factor was the 


. postponement from Sept. 1 to the 15th, as 


many clubs had arranged to come at the 
former date and could not change. The 
cholera also had much to do with it. Dele- 


gate Squires thinks the date too late, so 


offered a resolution that the conventions be 
held in May hereafter. Gen. Clarkson in- 
clines to the cholera scare as the reason why 
more Western clubs did not come, and so ex- 
plained to the convention yesterday. 

The convention hal! was well filled’ when 
the session opened. The seating of the various 
State delegates was done without a break. 
There was not a contest. Cheers for Harrison 
and Reid and protection were frequently 
heard, and it was a satisfactory gathering. 
The decorations about the hall were weil 
handled. At the left of the stage is a large 
portrait of President Harrison and.on the 
right one of Whitelaw Reid. Over the stage 
is a picture of Gen. Grant, draped with na- 
The walls are draped with flags 
and bunting, and banners of the national 
candidates are hung on each side. 

In the way of popular delegations it was a 

retty race in the-convention between New 
‘ork,. Indiana, IlJinois, Ohio, and the Pitts- 
burg tariff club. Each of these delegations was 
a favorite, and as occasion arose was loudly 
cheered. The new college league, too, had a 


good many friends among the 500 or so dele-. 


gates and alternates. They had a conspicuous 
place at the front of the right, while Ohio had 
the center and Illinois the left. New York sat 
back of Ohio, and Indiana back of Illinois.

That there was much cheering in the con- 
vention goes without saying. The national 
candidates came in for the bulk of it, and the 
man who has been talking about general 
apathy could get nou satisfaction out of the 
way the delegates from all over the .country 
cheered at every mention of the names of 
Harrisor and -Reid.

McKinley and his bill were also 
loudly cheered on all occasions. When Gen.

An odd and unpleasant thing happened td 
Gen. Clarkson’s annual address. According 
to the program it should have been delivered 
in the morning, but owing to a Jack of time 
it went over.to the afternoon session. Mean- 


.time'the text of it had been given to after- 
-inoon papers, and the address was on the 
'gtreet before the General had a chance to de- 


liver it. It was a peculiar state of affairs and 

not a little annoying, but under the circum- 

stances Gen. Clarkson decided not to forially 

deliver the address. Instead of doing so he 

decided to depend for its general circulation 

upon its publication. 
First Session of the Convention. 


The first Session opened at 11:20 a. m., J. 


N. Seatcherd presiding. After prayerand a 
welcome by Judge Haight, President Clarkson 
arose and was applauded. He acknowledged 
the welcome, and explaining the falling off in 
the expected attendance, said it was largely 
due to the cholera scare keeping away nuiany 
delegations.

President Clarkson's Annual Address. 


President Clarkson’s annual address was 
largely devoted to the organization and 
progress of the league and _ its work as a new 
elernent in politics. In the course of his re- 


marks he said: 

The rising question of the time, in my judg- 
ment, the ene on which the next national cam- 

aign is surely to be foucht, is the labor question. 
By that time the McKinley bill will have 
fully demonstrated the wisdom of the 
American policy and will have gained the approval 
of a majority of the American homes as_ the per- 
manent policy of the republic. Next November 
the workingmen and farmers and business-men 
and all elements will join in striking down the 
dectaration of the Democratic platform of 1592 
in favor of free trade as the American rule and 
free trade wages for the American workingmen. 

The same good elements, I am sure, will also 
strike down with equal emphasis of disapproval 
the Democratic declaration in favor of destroying 
our present sysiem of currency and finance for a 
return to the wretched and disastrous form of 
State banks and unsound currency. After the vin- 
dications in November next of these great Ameri- 
can ideas and the reaffirmation of a feariess, 
liberal American Americanism for the rule in 
America, 1 am confident the Republican party, 
which has already done more for the working- 
man than any party or any nation has ever done 
for the working people, will take up the labor 
question more in detail and by study and investl- 
gation, through league clubs and ‘other detailed 
forms of discussion, will reach by 1896 some metb- 
od of tranquilizing entirely all questions of labor. 
For my own part I believe the settlement of all 


labor troubles will come by the adoption of the 


system of profit-sharing and cooperation and

I believe I represent faithfully the league in a 
its purposes and aspirations when I say it wi 
adly follow any and every good element in Amer- 
can society aiming sincerely to benefit American 
people. It stands for absolute honesty in politics 
-and for purity and merit in the civil service. Civil 
service reform greatly needs and greatly deserves 
a better leadership than it has in those insincere 
and self-appoin overseers how assuming to be 
its sole proprietors, and _ will find it 
in the league.

By 
Oct. 1 there will be 1,000 clubs with 100,000 
members. We are at work and active in the 
canvass. There are 25,000 young men who 
will cast their first votes, ond we are turning 
our efforts to them, and _ we - believe 
that by ap aling to.their intelligence we 
shail have their support. Inasmuch as the 
Democrats have been talking a great deal of 
increasi strength I may say you need not 
be fearful of the State of Lincoln, Grant, and 
Logan. Illinois will come forth on November 
with ite usual 25,090 majority for Harrison.” 

Indiana, the State of President Harri- 
son, announced Chairman Clarkson. Secre- 
tary R. E. Mansfield of the State League 
spoke of the State as the Gettysburg of the 
political campaign. The State now has over 
500 active working Republican clubs, 
the ‘membership, growing every day. 
He Promised before the end of the 
cain paign to have over 1,200 clubs and a mem- 
bership of 125,000. From Iowa ‘President 
Brigham of the State League reported that up 
to the present there are 200 clubs, one-fourth 
outside of the cities. The organizations are 
increasing at the rate of a dozenaday. In 
Kansas the State League has made wonderful! 
progress. It has 100° organized clubs 
now and more are being added each 
day. Missouri has 100 clubs and the 
number is increasing daily.

For Michigan—John Patton Jr., President 
of the State League, said the Republicans were 
firm believers in an educational . campaign. 
Begun a year ago that sort of work is already 
having remarkable results.

New York has 800 clubs and over 160,000 
members and the end is not yet. 
656 clubs.

Resolved, That this convention hears with the 
deepest sorrow of the severe illness that afflicts 
the honored wife of President Harrison, and that 
we extend tober and him our heartfelt sympathy ; 
and that we assure the President and his family 
that we fervently juin inthe prayer of the whole 
American people that the band of him who 
watches over the sick and suffering may speedily 
lift the shadow that now hangs about the bedside 
of a loved wife and mother. 

At the Evening Mass-Meeting. 


Music Hall filled slowly in the evening 
when the exercises began and thc utmost en- 
thusiasm prevailed. The entrance of J. Sloat 
Fassett was the signal for an enthusiastic 
round of applause, and hardly had it subsided 
when Gen. J. S. Clarkson rapped for order 
and in a brief but appropriate speech intro- 
duced the first speaker of the evening, J. P. 
Dolliver of lowa. Mr. Dolliver reviewed the 
campaigns of the past where Democratic 
malice and falsehood, he said, had maligned 
Republican candidates, and added .that after 
thirty years of mud-casting the Democratic 
party yielded to the public demand fora 
clean campaign. The earlier careers of 
the Democratic and Republican candidates 
were contrasted, and then Mr. Dolliver turned 
his attention to a discussion of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s public record, which he sarcastically 
said was hardly worth a place in song and 
story. It was one of the astonishing features 
of current politics that the Republican party 
had permitted itself to throw aside the past 
record of great achievements and fight it out 
on the histoty of the last month. If the past 
had no inspirations he would freely confess 
he could bring neither interest nor enthusiasm 
in the present campaign. He then launched 
forth in facetious comment upon Democratic 
attempts at legislation during the last year. 
Maj. McKinley was next introduced, and for 
some time the house was in a perfect uproar, 
the audience rising en masse and greeting the 
speaker with waving hats and handkerchiefs. 


Gov. McKinley on the Issues, 


The Governor, after expressing the gratifi- 
eation he felt at being present with the 
league in the opening which it gave to the 
campaign of 1892, said the issues this year 
which were to be settled were made by the 
national platforms of the two great parties, 
both of which without qualification or equivo- 
eation stated the principles which they repre- 
sented. ‘** Two striking questions are raised 


by the platform of our political adversaries,”’ 


said the speaker. ‘“* First, its adherence to 
free trade, ana, second, it deciares for the 
abolition oi the tax upon State banks of issue. 
This tax was imposed by Congress to destroy 
the banks, that they might adopt a national 
money. It is proposed’ by the Democratic 
leaders not only to go back to free trade fora 


revenue tariff which prevailed in this country - 


from 1846 to 1860, and during which for the 
greater portion of that time the country, in its 
monetary, commercial, and business af- 
fairs, was in a most deplorable con- 
dition, but i is proposed also 
to return to the use of State bank circulation 
with which to measure the exchanges of the 
people. If there was nothing in the contest 
but the proposal for the abolition of the tax 
upon the State banks and their revival, that 
ought to be sufficient to defeat the Democratic 
party.” 

Gov. McKinley outlined the evils which 
would result from the proposed change, and 
then proceeded to discuss the tariff question 


as follows: 

If the Democratic party should be successful 
and the principle as declared at Chicago should 
be put into permanent forms of legislation we 
should have the British system of free trade, 
which would reduce the wages of the laboring 
manofthe United States. Free trade in this 
country would be welcomed by every European 
country of the world, by every commercial rival 
of the world, and by every enemy to 
our progress and prosperity. Free trade 
would increase foreign production and diminish 
domestic production in all competing products 
until the laborer of our country would accept the 
miserable wages,which are paid foreign work- 
men. Free trade would encourage the foreign 
shop and discourage the American shop; it would 
increase the demand for. workingmen abroad 
and diminish the demand for workingmen 
at home; it would permit the foreign pro- 
ducer to enjoy this great and the best 
market in the world without condition and re- 
straint, enjoy it exactly the same as producers of 
our country enjoy this market today. And do not 
forget that whatever of our market they take is a 
loss to our own citizens and a sacrifice of the 1n- 
terests of our own laborers for the alien and the 
stranger. 

Free trade or a revenue for tariff, such as is 
advocated by Democratic leaders, would make 
everything free in this market which competes 
with what we produce in this market, because 
they are against protection in every form and 
would tax only those foreign products which have 
no competition in our markets and 
which we can not produce among ourselves. 
Protection imposes its tariffs on exaetly opposite 
principles; it permits everything to come into 
this country except luxuries which we cannot pro- 
duce at home and puts its tariffs upon those 
products from abroad which come into competi- 
tion with the products of our own labor. 


Benefits from Protection. 


Continuing, the speaker referred at length 
to the many advantages to be derived from 
protection and the evils resulting from free 
trade. Free trade among ourselves, in for- 
ty-four States, and with 63,000,000 of people,

MASSACHUSETTS’ LABOR STATISTICS, 
Increase in Capital Employed in Most of 
the Industries—Value of Goods. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 15.—[ Special. |—In his 
report relative to industries in Massachusetts 
during 1891 Horace G. Wadlin, Superintend- 
ent of the Bureau of Statistics and Labor, 
fays in part: 

_ The increase in capital devoted to production 
in 189las compared with 1590 amounted to 2.34 
per cent. In cotton goods the increase was 2.60 per 
cect. In machines and machinery, metals and 
metallic goods, musical instruments and materi- 
als, and paper and paper gvods the percentages 
of increase were 8.52, 9.26, 5.48, and 1.97 respect- 


ively. 
In the establishments returned in boots and 
shoes, carpetings, leather, woolen goods, and 
worsted goods, on the other hand, slight de- 
creases are reported, the percentages of decrease 
being 1.02, 2.76, 9.14. 1.54, and 1,19 respectively, In 
the ten leading industries is invested 64.33 per 
cent of all the capital returned in 1891. and in 
them is found 59.64 per cent of the industrial cap- 
ital of the Commonwealth as returned in the de- 
cennial census of 1585. 

The increase in the value of goods made 
amounted to 1.33 percent. With respect to the 
ten leading industries a smaller product value for 
the year 1591 as compared with 1890 appears in 
boots and shoes, the decrease being 1.46 per cent; 
also in cotton goods, .23 per cent; in leather, 
15.07 per cent; in machines and machinery, 1.33 
per cent; and in musical instruments and materi- 
als, 4.55 per cent. The total amount paid in 
wages ip the establishments represented in the 
seventy-five industries considered increased 2.65 
per cent. In carpetings the increase was 3.66 per 
cent; in cotton goods, 4.67 per cent; in machines 
and machinery, 3.58 per cent; in metals and metal- 
lic goods, 3.28 per cent; in paper and paper goods, 
4.70 per cent and in woolen goods and worsted 

s 7.15 per cent and 1.58 per cent respectively. 
fn boots and shoes, however, the total amount 
paidin wages decreased 3.75 per cent, and in 
leather 8.82 per cent. 

The average yearly earnings per individual, 
without regard to sex or age. employed in the 
seventy-five industries were $437.93 in 1890 and 
$441.90 in 1891. The range from highest to lowest 
average yearly earnings was from $676.35 to $278.93 
in 1890 and from $687.76 to $287.22 
in 1891.. The higher earnings ruled in the indus- 
tries commanding greater skill and employing 
males chiefly, and the lower in factory industries 
employing a large proportion of females and 


young persons, 
he average proportion of business done reached 


70.27 per cent in 1590 and 69.27 per cent in 1591 of 
the full productive capacity of the 3,745 establish- 
ments compared.

INDIANA STATE COMMITTEES MEET. 


The Apportionment Suits Cause Them Some 
Anxiety—Secretary Sheerin Present. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 16.—[Special. |— 
The State Central and State Executive Demo- 
cratic committees met here today. Besides 
the committees there are here S. P. Sheerin, 
Secretary of the National committee: J. B.

A careful canvass of the situation was made after 
complete reports had been 
submitted by the members of the com- 
mittee.

‘They showed the party 
to be barmonious, undivided by factional ditfer- 
ences, active and alert, with a better organiza- 
tion than has been known before in many years 
at this date. From the reports submitted it is

AN OLD OFFICER OF THE LINE DY. 
ING OF BLOOD POISON, 


One of the Few Who Were Active Under 
William I. and in the Ranks for Fifty 
Years—Program of the Spanish Liberals 
Made Public—A Swindler Parades as 
the Duke of Teck and Secures Credit 
at the Anglo-Austrian Bank in London 
—He Is an American. 


Bertin, Sept. 15.—Maj. Gen. Freiherr von 
Meerscheid-Huellessem, Commander at West- 
erburg, is dying of blood poisoning. During 
the maneuvers near Frankfort he fell from his 
horse and broke his arm. He refused to leave 
the field. He had a surgeon put a temporary 
bandage on the arm and proceeded with his 
duties. After the maneuvers gangrene set in 
and now his death is the matter of but a few 
hours. The death will he felt severely by the 
army, as he was one of the few remain- 
ing Officers of high rank who were ac- 
tive under William I. He has been in 
the army fifty years and has been an 
officer forty-eight years. He distinguished 
himself for his bravery at Duppel, Koenig- 
‘graetz, and Metz. Since then he has assisted 
in the compilation of official military works 
on technical subjects, and he has long been 
considered one of the foremost infantry com- 
manders in the service. He is 67 years old, 


SPANISH LIBERALS’ PROGRAM, 


Senor Sagasta Expounds the Theories of 
His Adherents., 

Mapkzip, Sept. 15.—A large meeting of the 
Liberal party was held here today, at which 
Sefior Sagasta delivered his long-expected 
speech outlining the program of the Liberals. 
He denounced the ruinous administration of 
the Conservatives and advocated a simulta- 
neous reform in the econoniic situation in 
Spain and Cuba. .He urged that the budget 
be fixed on a basis of 800,000,000 pesetas for 
revenue and 700,000,000 pesetas for expendi- 
tures. One-half of the resulting surplus, 
Sefior Sagasta held, should be applied to the 
payyent of interest and the amortization of 
the national debt, while the other half should 
be devoted to reorganizing the army and the 
national defense. Sefior Sagasta also favored 
the conclusion without delay of commercial 
treaties; the adoption of ascheme for sec- 
ondary railways and the suppression or modi- 
fication of the octroi laws. He denied the 
necessity of each party having a long lease of 
power and declared that England’s system of 
long Parliaments under one government 
would not suit Spain, where the prolonged 
continuance of a party in office tended to 
make slaves of the people. 


PARADED AS THE DUKE OF TECK. 


Convinced a London Bank That He Was 
All Right, Then Drew Upon It. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—Frederick Evans, alias 
the Duke of Teck, who is in reality none 
other than Masson Helmbold, son of the 
Philadelphia Buchu man, was brought before 
the Lord Mayor on remand today charged 
with attempting to defraud the Anglo-Austrian 
Bank of £1,500. He told the bank officials 
that he was an Austrian Prince, was supported 
by his government, and handed in two bills on 
the Austrian Government for collection. On 
the strength of his representations he received 
a check book which he at once put in opera- 
tion. The young man has done several short 
terms in England for stealing, and has also 
lingered both in Austrian prison walls and 
Sing Sing. For several years he has un- 
doubtedly been off his mental balance. ‘He 
had a heritage left him by his father. Today 
he was well dressed and looked sare enough, 
except for his eccentric manner, wearing a 
beard which covers his face in queer patches. 
His purse and umbrella bore a crest and 
coronet with the initials * D. O. T.,”’ which he 
fancied would be taken for those of the Duke 
of Teck.

——It has been demonstrated that the cause o 
high wages in this country isthe freedom from 
all restraint, due to free laws, making it pos- 
sible for labor to organize or to expend its 
force on any pursuit which promises highest 
remuneration. The ease of acquiring land is 
& moving cause of first magnitude. The ob- 
vious result of ‘ae commercial and industrial 
intercourse of all sections and States, guar- 
anteed by the! Constitution, makes it plain 
that the cause of high wages lies in freedum 
and not restraint of intercourse. There are 
as great differences in wages, even in thesame 
industrial oceupations, in different parts of 
this country as are found between Europe and 
America. ‘Bat it does not interfere with the 

rosperity of ~~ State of Pennsylvania or of 

ittsburg asa center that common laborers 
employed at blust furnaces get $1.40 a day 
and that the same labor only receives $1.16 at 
Bethiehem iron furnaces, and other charges 
for help in proportion, according to examina- 
tions made by myself. 

It is equally unimportant to the prosperity 
of the States with the higher rate of wages 
that the common laborers in coal mining get 
$1.26 in Tennessee, $1.47 in West Virginia, 
$1.56 in Kentucky, $1.63 in Illinois, and $1.77 
in Ohio per day; The cost of labor per ton is 
almost in an inverse ratio, being lowest where 
the day rates rank highest: For Tennessee, 
82 cents; West Virginia, 60 cents; Kentucky, 
70 cents; Illinois, 69 cents, and Ohio, 69 cents. 
This is from the census of 1890, which is under 
the supervision @f one of the chief protection- 
ist agitators in country. He is, therefore, 
good authority) for facts in this instance, 
though the application may not suit his the- 
ory. I have found the cost of labor for min- 
ing a ton of coal in Germany, Rhenish Prus- 
sia, to be 79 to 89 cents a ton, but the day 
wages not one-half the American wages. 

I have here mentioned only crude labor. In 
higher grades and in skilled labor the differ- 
ences are far greater, but with the more 
strongly marked distinction that the greatest 
cost reduction in labor goes hand in hand gen- 
erally with the highest wage rate.

else than a tax on work and wages. 

What Isay here 1s not mere argument 
based on general premises, but is the result of 
personal investigations extending over a 
period of ten years and more time spent in 
traveling and gathering of data here and 
abroad. The facts are so overwhelming in 
their abundance that they cannot be gainsaid. 
The theory that the day wages determine the 
cost of productton ought to be at once put out 
of commission. |The fact alone is destructive 
of all day-wage comparisons that as a rule 


‘The high day rate which our 
work people earn along with a lower piece rate 
than is paid in almost any other country is 
due to their higher exertion. They turn out 
two and three and ten times more goods than 
their competitors of other nations.

Our people are 
better fed and consequently bring more mus- 
cle and more nerve to theirw rk, A foreign 
laborer would break down where an Ameri- 
ean only begins| to get up his best working 
mood. No wonder that this sort of labor 
commands more by the day! It is cheap at 
double and treble the rate. As the rate 1s 
high ccmpared to the European rate, the em- 
ployer finds it) necessary and advantageous 
to economize its employment, which. he can 
only do by thorough organization and util- 
ization and by the adoption of labor-saving 
devices. This,| however, requires much 
greater capital outlay than working under the 
old methods, 

It foilows therefore, axiomatically, that all ‘ 
these auxiliaries to labor-saving me dis- 
tinctly features in production where the wage 
rate is highest and,.reversely, obsolete methods 
maintain themselves most persistently where 
a low wage-rate prevails. High w become 
therefore, logically, the cause of a low cost of 
production. No other country can be called 
the equal of America in the thorough organi- 
zation and the employment of labor-saving 
methods. Put 4ll this into the hands of the 
best equipped workingman, physically and 
mentally, the world ever saw, and what other 
result can you expect than that noted above? 

We ought at once and for good stop the fan- 
tastic buncombe and be glad that we have as- 
sumed a position of such eminence, from 
which we can safely assuine control of our 
affairs without! the hysterical tear of “the 
foreigner.”’ | 

If our labor ig as cheap as that of any other 
Nation, measured by the piece—and this is the 
only way of determining corresponding cost 
relations—then we certainly cannut find any 
possible benefitin a tariff taxing the mate- 
rials of every species of manufacture. The 
only branches, then, benefited are the raw 
materials and the first articles of manufacture 
from the crudest stage. Everything involving 
a process of remanufacture is progressively 
taxed thereby. The crudest manufactures are 
easiest controlled in price by combinations, 
which exert therefrom adamaging prerogative 
of taxing the Nafion and its industries for the 
gratification of individual greed. All the 
trusts and monopolistic associations are of 
thiscategory. The higher cevelo products 
cannot do this. The diversifi industries, 
even of spevial lines, cannot possibly combine. 
The reasons are obvious and scarcely need 
stating. Each branch and firm has to hang 
separately; they cannot hang together. Com- 
petition is sharp and often destructive, com- 
bination well-nigh im possibie.

OPPOSE CULLERTON’S CANDIDACY, 


Two Classes of Complainants Do Not Want 
to See Him Elected. 

There is trouble brewing inthe Second Con- 
gressional District over the nomination of ex-Ald. 
Cullerton for the State Board of Equalization. 
There are two classes of complainants who do not 
want to see Cullerton elected. One of these is the 
corporations of the entire city. The State Board 
has the taxing of corporations throughout the 
State. Many of the Chicago corporations made 
the acquaintance of Mr. Cullerton when he was a 
member of the City Council, and paid dearly for 
it. They are apprehensive, and in fact convinced, 
that if he should become a member of the State 
Board of Equalization they will have to establish 
friendly relations with him in order to secure 
what they claim to be a fair cash value assess- 
ment. 

It is whispered about in the circles where Cul- 

lerton has hitherto done business that bis move- 
ment to get into the State Board of Equalization 
is in the expectation that he will be able to be- 
come the Jeader of the Chicago element in the 
board. If he secures election this time he will 
be able te exert sufficient influence in the State 
Legislature to bave a Congressional district made 
of such shape and of such material that he can 
be elected for many years tocome. This was his 
tactics when in the old Seventh Ward. The op- 
position to him became so strong that he was 
compelled to have that part of the ward contain- 
ing the anti-Cullerton element cut off and a ward 
— about him that he thought he could con- 
trol. 
Under the redistricting of Cook County into 
Congressional districts there will be six districts. 
This will make six members of the State Board of 
Equalization, or over one-fourth the number in 
the entire State. 

In addition to the apprehension that has been 
awakened among thecorporations, the Democrats 
of the district are up in arms agaiust Cullerton. 
They did not want him nominated, and do not 
look upon him as a Democrat. The fight in the 
Ninth Ward is not a particle less bitter than it 
was last spring, and it is said by his opponents 
that Cullerton will not be able to carry it this fall. 
In fact. it is reliably asserted that the managers 
of the Rohde campaign last spring are getting 
their heads together ready to renew the battie 
against Cullerton and Cullertonism. It is as- 
serted that Kohde has secured a good deal of City 
Hall patronage and that the anti-Cullerton senti- 
ment in the ward is much stronger than it was 
then. In addition to this the part of the district 
east of the river is very bitter against Cullerton. 
Ald. Henry Stuckart, who beat Ald. Edward 
Burke in the Sixth Ward last spring, is indus- 
triously at work getting things into shape to 
make a fight against Cullerton. It is said t he 
is coOperating with Rohde and Herman 
Vogt, who ran for Alderman in the Fifth Ward in 
April. Itissaid by his enemies that Cullerton 
will not poll more than half the Democratic vote 
in the district.— News Record.

HIS FORCE BILL TALK. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENTIAL CANDI- 
DATE TALKS TO SOUTHERNERS. 


An Address Devoted to the Records of the 
Immediate Post Bellum Days and Pre- 
dictions of the Effect of the Continu- 
ance of Republican Supremacy—Senator 
Hill Felt Aggrieved Over an Inquiry as 
to His Speech—Kansas Democrats Who 
Want a State Ticket—Civil Service Com- 
missioner Roosevelt’s Discoveries. 

Asnevitix, N. C., Sept. 15,—[Special.]— 
Asheville has been thronged with people from 
early mornizig, all eager to see Gen. Steven- 
son. On horseback, in vehicles, on foot, and 
by train they come, and when the hour for 
speaking arrived it was impossible for the 
crowd to get into the farmers’ warehouse, the 
largest room in the city, which had been fitted 
for the occasion. Gen. Stevenson was es- 
corted from his hotel by a number 
of the State Democratic commit- 
tee and prominent citizens of 
Asheville,’in carriages, and was followed by 
several hundred mounted men from the out- 
lying precincts in the country. The speaking 
began at 12 o’clock. There were several hun- 
dred ladies present, and a number Of beauti- 
ful bouquets were presented to Gen. Steven- 
son and his wife. Gen. Stevenson spoke for 
one hour and a half. There were 3,900 people 
in the warchouse and many could not get in. 

C. A. Ewing of Decatur, Lil., followed Gen. 

Stevenson and spoke fifty minutes... Gen. 

Stevenson and party left Asheville at 5 o’clock 

for Raleigh on a special of three coaches, which 

will be at his service during his stay in 

North Carolina. Accompanying Gen. Steven- 

son were F. M. Simmons, Chairman of the 

State committee; J. S. Carr, Chairman of the 

Committee of Young Men’s Democratic clubs 

of the State, and a millionaire tobacco man 

of Durham, and thirty other prominent Dem- 

ocrats from various portions of the State. A 

reception was given the party at Hickory, 

eight miles east of Asheville, at 7:30. There 
wasa great display of fireworks and a pine 


torch procession. 

From Hickory the party went to Raleigh 
without stopping, where Gen. Stevenson 
speaks tomorrow. 

Gen. Stevenson’s Address. 

Gen. Stevenson was introduced by C. T. 
Rawes as a “ distinguished grandson of North 
Carolina,’ and when he arose to speak there 
was loud applause continuing several minutes. 
Gen. Stevenson began by paying a handsome 
tribute to North Carolina, saying that her his- 
tory and traditions were as dear to him as any 
one present. He then said: 

Fellow Citizens: It would be impossible to 
overstate the importance of the pending political 
contest, especially to the people of the Southern 
States. With them it is not merely a question as 
to who ahall be elected President of the United 
States or what shall be his policy and that of his 

arty upon questions of taxation and of economy 
fn public expenditures. The question is of deeper 
import and more far-reaching in its consequences. 
Shall they have peace and protection to life and 
property and the prosperity which results from 
stable government —government of the States by 
theirown people—or shall the evils with which 
they are menaced by Republican success be but a 
repetition of those of the reconstruction period? 
One or the other uf these great organizations will 
be successful, and will control the policy of the 
government for the next four years. Which 
shall it be? 

To you the practical question is, Will you have 
your State Governments remain in the hands of 
your own people or will you have a return of car- 
pet-bag domination and misrule? Have you so 
soon forgotten the sad lessons of the past? I ad- 
dress myself to men whose former affiliations 
have been with the Democratic party, but who 
incline now to cast in their political fortunes with 
the third party—a party absolutely without hope 
of success in *ne pending contest. Either Mr. 
Harrison or Mr. Cleveland will ‘be the next Presi- 
,dent. Your support now of the third party can- 
' didate or the third party is simply the declara- 
tion upon your part that in this great struggle, 
involving self-government—it may be the protec- 
tion of property and of the hearthstone—you are 
content to remain idle spectatots. Let the issue 
be plainly presented. If you desire the enact- 
ment of the force bill with its train of evils cast 
your vote for the Republican candidate, or by 
standing with the third party remain an idle 
spectator of the great struggie. If, upon the 
contrary, you prefer the peace and happiness that 
‘comes with good government your place is in the 
ranks of the Democratic party. 


On the Republican Rule. 


Gen. Stevenson then proceeded to recount 
“some of the evils from which the Southern 
people escaped by the overthrow of carpet-bag 
domination. Fully to recount the injustice, 
the wrongs, the outrages suffered by the 
people of some of the Southern States during 
the era of carpet-bag misrule would fill a 
volume.’’ Citing Alabama, he said, while all 
the departments of the State Government 
were in the hands of Republicans from 1868 
to 1874 the State debt was increased’ from 
$8,000,000. to over $25,000,000, largely by 
issuing bonds for railroads which were never 
built. Since Democratic success in fourteen 
years the debt has been reduced one-half and 
the taxable property increased $100,000,000, 
In North Carolina, under reconstruction, over 
$25,000,000 bonds were authorized, $14,000,000 
for railroads which were not built. The school 
fund was depleted almost $200,000 to pay this 
legisiation. During tne eight years of carpet- 
bag rule in South Carolina, he said, the 
burden of debt was greatly increased. The 
same was true of Missouri, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and other States of the South. 
Gen. Stevenson continued that during that 
period those in power foynented discord be- 
tween the races and emigration avoided those 
States. He then said: 

Let me briefly call your’attention to the force 
bill in order that you may appreciate the breadth 
and depth of the danger that confronts: you. As 
you well know, the force bill is aimed especially 
at the people of the South. Its purpose is by in- 
timidation to control the election of Representa- 
tives in Congress. This is to be accontplished by 
substituting Federal officers for the election offi- 
cers provided by State law. You need not be 
told that such legislation argues unmistakably a 
lack of confidence in the people. This bill passed 
the House of Representatives of the Fifty-tirst 
Congress, every Kepublican but three voting 
for it and every Democrat voting against it. 
With the aid of afew Republican Senators the 
Democrats were enabled for the time to compass 
its defeat in the Senate. A Republican Senator 
who aided its defeat declared at the time: 
“It was the must infamous piece of legislation 
that ever crossed the threshold of the Senate.’’ 
This law applies to all cities having a popula- 
tion of 20,.0000r upwards. It applies to country 
districts exclusive of such cities upon application 
to the supervisor by 100 voters of such district. 
At the option of less than 1 per cent of the voters 
to be. affected by it this law with all of its harsh- 
ness and great expense can be put into operation, 
and this, too, without the slmhtest intfmation 
that injustice ‘or fraud is contemplated in the 
management of such election. 

It has been estimated that its cost at your regu- 

lar Congressional election if put into general 
operation would fall little short of $10,000,000. 
_ This legislation, my fellow-citizens, is devised 
in the spirit of hate. Can it be possible that the 
American people will consent to the enactment of 
a law s> hostile to the spirit of our free institu- 
tions, legislation which savors only of vengeance, 
and the successful operation of which would in- 
volve the expenditure of millions of dollars and 
bring in its train untold horrors? Can it be that 
the hands are now to be turned back upon the 
dial and the evils through which you haye happi- 
ly passed again become a living reality? 

Mr. Stevenson’s remarks on the force bill 
were followed by a discussion of the tariff 
similar in substance to his previous speeches 
on that subject. 


SENATOR HILL FELT AGGRIEVED, 


‘Inquiries as to the Substance of His Ad- 
dress Not Kindly Received. 

New Youk, Sept. 15.—[ Special. ]—There isa 
story afloat that when some of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s friends called onthe Senator at the 
Normandie they expressed a desire to know 


in advance ot its delivery just what 
his speech in Brooklyn next Mon- 
day night is to be about. It was 


done politely, but Senator Hill, so the story 
runs, did not take it as puliteness, but as an 
intimation that he was an object of: dis- 
trust. He intimated that if he was not 
to be trusted he had better make no speech 
at all. There were apologies, it is said, 
and the friends of Mr. Cleveland hastened to 
assure the Senator that they were only 
actuated by the natural curivsity which filled 
every heart to know just how he was going to 
doit.

HAS EVIDENCE OF ASSESSMENTS, 


Civil Service Commissioner Roosevelt Comes 
from Indian Agencies. 

Sioux Cigy, Ia, Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
Theodore Roosevelt, Chairman of the Civil 
Service Commission, has just finished a tour 
of the Indian agencies in Kansas, Nébraska, 
and the Dakotas, to investigate political as- 
sessments of agency employés. He refuses to 
give in detail the results of his investigation 
or individual names, but gives out the follow- 
ing letter: 

Sioux Crry, Ia., Sept. 15, 1892.—Upon in- 

vestigation just completed I find that for 
years it hes been customary for State and 
Congressional campaign committees  syste- 
matically to levy political assessments on the 
government employés in certain Indian 
reservations and Indian schools in Kansas, 
to aless extent in Nebraska, and especially 
South Dakota. , This practice is most rife dur- 
ing Presidential campaigns. it obtained four 
years ago under the Democratic administra- 
tion, but this is no excuse for the fact that 1t 
Within the last month 
there hag been a bold series of efforts to prac- 
tice this series of blackmail. On most of the 
reservations and in the Indian schools which 
I have mentioned attempts of the kind have 
just been made by local, State, and Congres- 
sional campaign committees. At ung agency, 
fur instance, the agent received the following 
communication: 
_ “ Send me a list of all parties at the agency, 
including all teachers, helpers, etc., showing 
name ofeach and salary per year, so I can 
make up my assessment list soon and cor- 
rectly. (Signed by the Chairman of the Re- 
publican State committee).”’ 

When it is remembered that these teachers 
are mostly women and the helpers Indians, 
there is an infamy of meanness in trying to 
extort money froin such defenseless employés. 

At another agency the sums assessed were 
stated outright, ranging from $100 for the 
agent to $10 for the low-grade teachers; at one 
school 2 per cent of the salaries was assessed, 
and so on, andso on. I wish publicly to as- 
sure the governmental employés in the Indian 
service that they need not pay a dollar to any 
political party at all unless they wish, and that 
if they do wish they can pay it to whatever 
party they prefer. 

Immediately on my return to Washington I 
shall lay all the information I can collect in 
each case before the Department of Justice, 
so that wherever practicable the persons of.- 
fending against the law prohibiting political 
assessments may be prosecuted.

GOV. BOILES TALKS. OF THE TARIFF. 


He Devotes All of His Address to the Free 
Trade Plank. 

Carroityt, Ia., Sept. 15.—[{Special.]—The 
opening speech in the Iowa Democratic cam- 
paign was made at this place by Gov. Boies 
this afternoon in the presence of an audience 
of 800 people. The Governor spoke for two 
hours ahd confined his remarks to the tariff 
exclusively. He defined himself as opposed 
to any form of protection, His entire argu- 
ment was based upon the assumption, which 
he repeated many times, that the tariff isa 
tax which the consumer has to pay. Before 
committing himself to this theory he took a 
square position on the nationai: platform, 
which denounces the tariff as unconstitutional, 
and labored to prove it to. be such because it 
taxed the farming classes of lowa for the ben- 
efit of the manutacturing classes of New En- 
gland and the East. The speech was in no 
sense an answer to Senator Allison’s address 
at Waverly, it adds nothing new to the cam- 
paign material, and its failure in this respect 
is a disappointment to his Democratic friends. 

The time-worn arguments elicited no enthu- 
siasm. The only portion of the speech likely 
to attract attention was a lengthy defense of 
his calamity speech at the New York tariff re- 
form banquet two years ago, in which he said 
that corn was grown in lowa at a loss of 79 
cents an acre. He undertook to defend the 
position that the farm is che short and easy 
road to the poorhouse by quoting fragments 
of statistics from census bulletins showing a 
decrease of farm owners in ten Kansas coun- 
ties and an increase of the renters in the same 
district. His effort to resurrect the calamity 
howl was bewildering and unsatisfactory. 

James Ryan, Demuecfatic candidate for Con- 
gress in this (the Tenth) district, closed the 
proceedings with a fifteen minutes’ speech. 


FOR THE INDIANA BALLOTS, 


The State Board Provides the Colors for 
Paper and a Stamping Device. 

InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The State Board of Election Commissioners 
met here today, the Governor presiding. The 
order of names on the ticket was arranged 
and the State printer ordered to print not 
less than 1,400,000 ballots. The color 
of the paper will be a light 
red and the color of the ink for stamping will 
be purple. The device of the stamp adopted 
is a wheel without a rim. It is a penitentiary 
offense for any unauthorized person to have 
one of these stamps in his possession.» The 
State Printer was ordered to provide 10,500 of 
these, the same number of inking pads, and 
10,000 sample ballots. 


Democratic Meeting at Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 15.—The Democrats 
of this city opened the campaign with a meet- 
ing at the Auditorium Hall. Judge Allen B. 
Morse, nominee of the Michigan Democrats 
for Governor, was the first speaker. He 
touched at length upon the leading political 
questions of the campaign, both State and 
national, and arraigned the Republican party 
for what it had and had not done. The next 
speaker was Congressman Asher G. Caruth of 
Kentucky. He said in part: “I don’t know 
the local issues which divide you pecple, but I 
am no stranger to the important issues that 
are now presented before the American Na- 
tion. The question of the hour is, Shall 
Grover Cleveland be elected?” The speaker 
in detail then contrasted the_ records of the 
Republican and Democratic parties. 


Open the Campaign at Cedar Rapids. 

Cepar Raptps, Ia., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
The campaign was opened by the Republicans 
here tonight with ex-Congressman Burrows of 
Michigan and A. B. Cummins of Des Mvines 
as speakers.

' WINDLE’SGOODRIDING 


HE EASILY WON THE SPRINGFIELD 
HALF-MILE HANDICAP. 


Zimmerman Performed Poorly and, Ac- 
cused of Trickery, Claims That He Was 
Tired and Stale—Lumsden and Munger 
Unplaced Behind Windle—Bliss Rides 
a Good Race—George Taylor Lowers the 
Mile Competition Record to 2:15 2-5— 
Summaries of the Races, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—A 
clear day brought out fally 15,000 people to attend 
the Diamond tournament ofthe Springfield Bi- 
cycle club at Hampden Park. The big grand 
stand was crowded with a fashionable crowd and 
an extra stand contained 2,000 more; Ali round 
the track the people swarmed and enthusiasm 
ran high. The same crowd cheered wildly at 
every fine finish. The morning hours were de- 
votes 2 eee and a visit by the outsiders 
to Springfield’s industries. Long before the 
races began the crowd swarmed about 
the gates seek admission. Zimmerman, Wen- 
die, Tyler, and Munger attracted mach attention, 
the latter in particular with his queer makeup. 
The races began at 2:35 sharp. They were run as 
only the Springfield club can operate sach affairs. 
The novice race, first on the program. .did not 
create any great amount of interest, although the 
time was good, the strong wind on the back- 
stretch prevented the possibility of records being 
broken, though it did not prevent some fine 
finishes.

lead with Zimmerman and Windle side by side 
behind them. Then Tyler went out and opened 
up a big gap, but Windle was soon after him with 
Zimmerman on the outside and in fifth position. 
Zimmerman moved up to third, _ while 
Tyler was five yards in front of Windle 
at the finish, It was apparent that Zim- 
merman did not care to beat Tyler. Everybody 
could see the game. It was to let Tyler win. 
Zimmerman could have been close up had he 
chosen. He made what seemed a fearfully bad 
start on purpose and simply allowed himself to 
be beaten. 

W.S. Campbell scored a good win in the mile 
2 :30 class, winning from a field of ten starters and 
beating Dorntge but by five or six yards, while 
Herman finished third very close to Dorntge. 
Williamson led well in front at the halt, and at 
the three-quarter pole Campbell went up with a 
rush, winning in 2:30 1-5, 

There were eleven starters in the mile 2:0 class, 
all of them new riders, and, though they made 
good time—2 :31 3-5—little interest was manifest- 
ed. Blakeley led to the three-quarters at a good 
pace, when Olmstead went up and looked a win- 
ner, but Thompson shot out of the bunch in the 
straight and was an easy winner, while Olmstead 
got in second by a scratch from Nelson. 

The half-mile handicap was the only race run 
in heats, and there were four in the first. Will- 
iamson, 35 yards, Dorntge, 30 yards, McDuffee, 70, 
and Campbell, 30, qualitied in 1:06 45 and in the 
order named, while Berlo, Banker, Campbell, 
Hess, Wheeler, and other good men were dis- 
placed. The second heat was won by L en, 
10 yards, with ease, Munger, 20 yards, being 
close up, while Warren, 50, and 
came in next, the field being left away 
in the rear. The third heat was. won by Davie 
from the 75-yard mark, though Stanton, 70, 
pushed him hard, aud Wells, 20, and Seeley, 55, 

ot in the next two places; Nelson, 25, Cronin, 75; 
Marlin 75, and Windle, scratch, came in that or- 
der in tbe last heat, while some of the good men 
were left behind by tbe Millerburg lad. 

The final heat was a magnificent piece of riding 
on Windie’s part. He won from scratch in 
1:05 2-5, and doing the last quarter in 313-5 sec- 
onds. Lumsden had ten yards start, but Windle 
caught the bunch in the first furlong; but here 
Windle went away from the Chicago men easily 
and on the tape by half a length, while Nelson 
beat out Williamson for second, the bunch being 
close up. 

In the mile handicap the mile record in cempe- 
tition took adrop of an even second and the 
honor fell to George Taylor, who made the mile 
in 2:15 2-5, while Zimmerman, also from scratch, 
was a good ten yards tothe bad. Lumsden was 
worse off than the Jersey Skeeter, who today suf- 
fered defeat at the hands of both Taylor and Ty- 
ler and lost the mile record in competition. There 
were sixteen starters in the race and Taylor and 
Zimmerman alternated pacemaking, catching the 
bunck at the three-quarter pole, then Taylor went 
out with a rush, and worked his way through the 
bunch to fourth place, while Zimmerman worked 
as he never worked before, and got in a r 
sixth. Harry Arnold (sixty-five yaras) was first, 
Nelson (eighty-five) second, and Bliss of Chicago 
(forty) third. A blanket would have covered 
the men as they passed over the tape, and Zim- 
merman struggled gamely to beat Taylor. But 
though he waggled and wabbled it was no use, 


he was beaten, and by at least two or three 
lengths. Munger and Lumsden were well 
up in the bunch, but could not get to 


the front. A boys’ race concluded the day’s sport 
and everybody fellto talking of Zimmerman’s 
two defeats. There were murmurs of jockeying 
and it was said Zimmerman gave the race away. 
This the lengthy. young man emphatically denies. 
He said that he was really off, for his recent rec- 
ord-breaking had told on him, He did not feel 
just right, was tired, etc., and could not possibly 

ave done better and laid his defeat to this in the 
invitation race. In the handicap he said he had to 
go around the bunch and could not get around in 
time to catch Taylor, who had got through when 
near the pole. President Miller of the Springfield 
Club said that the moment he found any tricker 
the men guilty would immediately be ruled o 
the track. whether it be Zimmerman, Taylor, or 
anybody else.

Charley Johnson of Brooklyn, John L. Sul- 
livan’s backer, is the actual owner of the 
norses. Blakely entered Lijero in the hurdle 
handicap at Hawthorne yesterday and put his 
poy Maraon his back. Lijero was a well- 
played second choice at 3 to 1, the favorite be- 
ing the other ex-Californian flat racer Rover, 
owned by Mike Daly but heré with D. Hamil- 
ton, who had the mount on him. 

After the first jump Rover took the lead 
with Lijero at his side, and in going around 
the first turn there was some juggling between 
the Eastern pair, but Rover held his lead. It 
was claimed that Mara leaned over, held 
Rover’s bridle and struck Hamilton with his 
whip. Rover got away, however, led over all 
the jumps, but owing. to Hafmilton’s foolish- 
ness in looking about him in the flat run 
home and Mara’s energetic finish on Lijero, 
Rover was nipped on the post and beaten by a 
head.

They Bet Heavily and Lost on Hy Dy and 
Van Buren, Who Ran Bad Races—Spec- 
ulation and Candelabra Beat Their 
Good Things—Leonawell, Boundless, and 
Parvenu the Other Gravesend Winners 
—Friday’s Entries and Pooling~Glouces- 
ter Racing Results—General Turf News, 

New York, Sept. 15.—|Special.]—With Hy 
Dy beaten in the first race and Van Buren 
far outfooted in the second at Gravesend 
today, it looked as if the West:rners, who 
were putting their money down heavily, 
would have a bad losing day of it, but when 
Dolly McCone won the last race on the pro- 
gram they recouped their losses ana carried 
away a bundle of winnings.

The Westernere must have thought they had 
a cinch with Van Buren in the handicap at a 
mile and a sixteenth, for they began putting 
their money on him the moment his price got 
up to 8 to 1 and. never ceased pouncing it un- 
til it had declined to4to1.

ENGLISH CYCLISTS HAVE AN OFF YEAR 


Stephane, the Frenchman, Has Taken Shor- 
land’s Honors and Americans Others. 

Though the Englishmen scoffed at the French- 
men when they boasted that Stephane, their great 
long-distance rider. would completely take the 
shine off Shorland and his 413 miles in twenty- 
four hours, the fact remains that the Gaul has 
proven nimself the greatest long-distance wheel- 
man in the world, and 1s entitled to plume him 
self upon his ability and distinction until his 
recent performance on the cement track in Paris 
shall have been eclipsede 

When Holbein held the record at %1 miles for 
all-day work the Britons thought that he bad not 
anegual. Frank Waller, the Californian, de- 
throned Holbein, and was himself dethroned by 
Spooner of Chicago. Hardly had Spooner made 
his record when Stephane broke it. And yet, with 
allthe record-breaking performances, the dis- 
tance covered inthe twenty-four hours was not 
up to 400 miles. About that time reports began 
to be received concerning the phenomenal work 
which was being done on geared ordinaries by the 
Englishmen, and from one or two rides that had 
been made it was quite clear that when Shorland 
started out in the Cuca Cocoa cup race that 
Stephane’s 391 miles would go by the board, for 
he was to have the adva of pace making all 
the time and the best kind of pace making at that. 
He tilted che record up to 413 miles, at which 
point he and his friends were willing to bet, in 
detiance to the opinion entertained by the French- 
men for their man, that he could ride 430 miles 


_in the day and run rings around Stephane when 


he had finished. 

The rivairy between the two countries was very 
marked, and the fact that Stephane has broken 
Shorland’s record has caused quite a large sum of 
money to change hands. The Englishmen seem 
to be getting the worst of it this year, for they do 
not now hold a single short distance record up to 
three miles, they being in the hanas of,American 
riders, and for all distances vetweea three and 
restr ee miles'the records formerly held by 
them have passed into the hands of Fournier, the 
Frenchman. However, they do hold the fifty and 
100-mile record, but how much or how many of 
the records lying between the first century and 
the fourth century they are in possession of one 
may not say until the complete details of 
Stephane’s ride come to hbandin the foreign ex- 
changes.

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GIVES UP A GOOD JOB. 


DION GERALDINE RESIGNS HIS 
POST AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


He Was Superintendent of Construction, } 


and His Action Gives Rise to Much 
Speculation—His Explanation That the 
Buildings Are Practically Finished: 
Variously Regarded—Aldermanic iIn- 
‘fluence Hinted At—Seats for 90,000 Peo- 
ple at the Dedication. 

5 Dion Geraldine is no Jonger Superintendent 
of Construction of the Worid’s Fair buildings 
at Jackson Park. He has surprised everybody 
except himself and Mr. Burnham by tendering 
his resignat.on, and Mr. Burnham after some 
hesitation accepted it. The only explanation 
‘given by Mr. Geraldine was that the work of 
construction is practically done, and there re- 
mains nothing for him as Superintendent of 
Construction todo. Mr. Burnham says the 
game thing. These are regarded generally as 
necessary statements on the part of the prin- 
cipals. The real reason for the break between 
the Director of Works and his chief aid was 
said yesterday to be something different. 

It hasn't been long since Mr. Burnham said 
he could not part with Mr Geraldine. He 
was then inclined to think that his services 
would be necessary until the close of the Fair. 
For eighteen months Supt. Geraldine has been 
the controlling power at Jackson Park. All 
the heads of departments have been under 
him, and he pushed contractors and laborers, 
as well as heads of departments, in a way that 
made him seem almost invaluable. He was 
firin as an autocrat. When the contractors 
fur one of the biggest buildings on the 

ounds began to lag he gave them 
Jorty-sight hours’ notice that if at 
the end of that time they. bad not doubled the 
force of workmen he would engage the neces- 
sary carpenters and deduct their wages from 
the price of the contract. The forty-eight 
hours had not rolled around before activity 
on that particular bvilding had been increased 
twofold. Other contractors soon learned that 

Mr. Geraldine covld be neither cajoled nor 

bullied. He continued in this almost absolute 

charge until three months ago, when Mr. 

Burnham and his subordinates moved to the 


park. 
Work to Be Done. 


_. While the statement is made that the work 
of construction is practically finished, there 
appears to be u great deal to be done. The 
big Choral Building has not been — started. 
The immense passenger station remains to be 
begun. The casino, music hall, and peristyle 
are only fairly started. Thirty or forty acres 

of stock sheds at the south end of the park 
have not had their foundations laid. The 
amphitheater or stock pavilion is without a 
foundation post. 

Mrs Burnham’ said yesterday he wouid ap- 
point no successor to Mr. Geraldine, but 
would assume the duties himself. He accept- 
ed his Superintendent of Construction’s resig- 
nation Wednesday morning. At7:30 yester- 
day morning he had the hedds of depart- 


._-ments around him,, and issued orders for 


the day. He also made it known that 
7:30in the morning would be the regular 
hour hereafter for receiving orders. Mr. 
Burnham sent Mr. Geraidine’s resignation to 
the Council of Administration yesterday with 
‘ many kind words for his former Superintend- 
ent. He even requested that a resolution in 
recognition of Mr. Geraldine’s services be 
passed; and that the Council willdo at its 
‘meeting today. Mr. Geraldine received a 
salary- of $300 amonth. It has been sug- 
ested that the National Commission might 
esire his services as Chief of Installation. 
One story as to the cause of Mr. Geraldine’s 
resignation which gained some currency yes- 
terday was that the Superintendent of Con- 
struction was crowded cut by Aldermanic in- 
fluence. The gossip went that Mr. Geraldine 
had never shown any favors to Aldermen. If 
a city father sent a constituent to the park 
with a note asking for a job Mr. Geraldine 
made a nearly. uniform practice of letting the 
arplication find its way to a large waste- 
basket near’ his desk. His general attitude 
was that there was no politics in the Fair, and 
he was not slow to rewark that a pclitical ap- 
plication was no evidence of fitness. | 
Mr. Burnham: has recently endeavored to 
treat the Aldermen kindly. He gave a score 
of them a breakfast at Jackson Park last Sat- 
urday and told them at the sa:me time what 
assistance the Fair needed at the hands of the 
Council. Now, the story runs, Mr. Burnhain 
may have been informed of some things 
which a few of the Aldermen want. Mr. 
Geraldine, it seems, was "ot mentioned as 
being one of them. Mr. Geraldine had noth- 
ing to say yesterday in explanation further 
than his resignation set forth.

In 
a choice portion of the auditorium, in front of 
the platform and stage, tables and chairs for 
750 newspaper men will be provided. At one 
time Maj. Handy thought there might be 1,500 
correspondents here, but after leaving out 
spurious claimants he concluded that one- 
half that number would be sufficient.

SAY THE TRACKS WERE GRAVEL PACKED 


Alleged Cause of the Sixty-third Street 
Accident—What Officials Say. 

A communication has been received by Tu 
Trreune from an “ eye-witness ”’ of the acci- 
dent Tuesday evening at the Sixty-third 
street crossing af the Illinois Central railway, 
charging that the trouble was due to the pack- 
ing of dirt anda gravel in the planks of the 
crossing, so that the flange of the engine 


wheels had no support. 

A reporter for Tue Trisune called on sev- 
eral officials of the railroad yesterday to as- 
certain what they had to say in regard to the 
charges madé in the communication, 

Division Superintendent Baker was absent 
from the city. His chief clerk said: ‘* A re- 
pert has been received from the roadmaster 
concerning the amount of damage done by 
the accident, but nothing was said as to the 
cause. An investigation is to be made by the 
Division Superintendent and Superintendent 
of Machinery, when the cause of the accident, 
if known by any one, will be brought out. That 
investigation will be made as soun as we can 
get all the train men together—probably sev- 
eral days from now.”’ 

Roadmaster Spalding sail he had made his 
official report to the Division Superintendent, 
but did not say what the cause of the accident 
was because he did not know. He thought, 
perhaps, that the engineer had on a little too 
much steam. He genied that there had been 
ar accumulation of dirt and gravel to the ex- 
tent that the flange of the wheels had no sup- 
port. 

Trainmaster Dunning said he was on the 
train at the tine of the accident. This was 
the first he had heard of the accumulation of 
dirt on the track, and he was positive that the 
accident could not have occurred from that 
cause. He gauged the track about an hour 
after the accident, and found a proper gauge. 
The track was clean, and had been clean. It 
would be impossible for the track to get in the 
condition described in the communication, as 
there were too many section hands continually 
going over the tracks, and the inspection is 
too thorough to permit of it.

STREETS AND ALLEYS. 


TWO HUNDRED TO BE PAVED UN- 
DER RECENT ORDINANCES, 


Assessments for the Work Confirmed by 


the County Court and Bids Will Be In- 
vited at Once—List of the Highways and 
Byways That Are to Be Improved—A

ASK RECOGNITION BY CONGRESS. 


Military Telegraphers Wish to Be on a 
Footing with Grand Army Men, 

Omana, Neb., Sept. 15.—At the final meet- 
ing today of the Society of Military Telegraph 
Corps the following address, which will be for- 
warded to Washington, was read: 

To the Grand Army of the Republic, Washing- 
ton—OComrades: Two hundred of the 1,200 teleg- 
raphers who were with you in active service dur- 
ing the war for the preservation of the Uniun 
still liye and are enjoying a reunion at Omaha. 
We remember with pride our iptimate relations 
during that trying time. You Tormed the great 
body ana did the fighting, but we were with you, 
and bore the same relation to you that the tiller 
moving the rudder does to that which guides the 
ship. The commanding officer, like the pilot, used 
up our wires and instruments to guide you. 

Yours being the larger body and having the 
greater number haye by your political power 
been able to exert upon Conarens an coleanse 
which has at times enabled you to secure recogni- 
tion and the enactment of just laws for your pro- 
tection and deserved honor. We, on account of 
being a small number, have been unable to secure 
any recognition or an honorable discharge from 
the service so that we could become members of 
the G. A. R. You very kindly passed favorable 
resolutions at Milwaukee in our behalf, but on 
account of the slight effort made nothing was ac- 
complished. We now appeal to you for your 
earnest help to induce Congress to’ con- 
sider what is due us in the way 
of recognition from thé government. We ask for 
nothing more than what is just and right, and 
demand this in the name of patriotism. We thus 
send you our greeting and hope that we can soon 
have the privilege of becoming members with 
you of your Grand Army, that we may be united 
with you in peace as in war. i

WESTERN RAILROADS THINK THIS 
ALONE WILL SAVE THEM. 


All Western Railroad Associations Doomed 

_ Except the Western Freight—Rates in a 

Worse State of Demoralization than at 

Any Time Since 1887—Proposed Advance 

in East-Bound Grain and Provision 

Rates—Milwaukee and St. Paul Earnings 
—Other Railway News. 


Speaking about the im pending collapse of the 
Transcontinental, Western Traffic, and other 
Westera railroad associationsa prominent rail- 
road official said yesterday that the only traftic 
association in the West that seemstohave any 
staying qualities is the Western Freight Associ- 
ation, and it is one of the easiest to get out of, 
- yequiring only ten days’ notice. The reason 
for this is, he said, that it comprises all lines 
in interest. The agreement places all lines 
on an equality and the Chairman makes every 
effort to preserve the revenues of the lines and 
to protect them against themselves and out- 
siders. He does not always succeed, but it 1s 
no fault of his. The Western Freight Associ- 
ation is the best agreement that lines west of 
Chicago have had since the Inter-State law 
went into effect. Certain sections should be 
amended aud a pooling clause added. Then 
the other high and expensive associations 


should be abandoned. 
In January, 1891, the Presidents and di- 
rectors formed an association known as the 
Western -Traftic Association. About half of 
the lines west of Chicago joined it. The 
only geod result from this association, formed 
as it was, was to brace up the stock market. 
The agreement was a good one, provided all 
lines in interest joined it, or if lines mem- 
bers of the Western Traffic Association had 
withdrawn from all other associations, but 
neither was done. Consequently the Western 
Traffic Association has failed, and rates by 
some lipes are probably in worse con- 
dition *than they have been since the 
spring of 1887. This is not entirely 
the fault of the traffic officials nor 
the Western Traffic Association. The traffie 
officials will ,obey their instructions if their 
superior officers tell them that.in no way must 
they vary from the agreement. If they are 
told by their superiots that their position de- 
pends upon the amount of tonnage they se- 
cure for their road they should not be blamed 
if they act in violation of the agreement. The 
rules of the Western Traffic Association, if en- 
forced by the Cor missioners (formerly known 
as the “Big Six’’ but now as the ‘‘ High 
Five,’”’ one having resigned), would neutralize 
such bad faith on the part of members if di- 
versions should be promptly ordered. Com- 
missioners have »y their inaction allowed 
tariffs to Colorado to be reduced 25 per cent 
on all west-bound traffic and the rate on bull- 
ion froin Colorado to the Missouri River from 
$8 a ton to’'$2aton. These reductions, direct- 
ly and indirectly, will amount to nearly 
$2,000,000 a year. Prompt diversion orders 
might have prevented these reductions. 
The Commissioners knew of the irregularities 
several months before the reductions were 
made by tariffs. ‘Ihe Commissioners know 
that today and for the last year two or threc 
lines have carried the bulk of the carload 
freight to the Missouri River and beyond. 
One tine has carried nearly 60 per cent of all 
the iron, nails, and wire that have gone to the 
Missouri River. Another the same propor- 
tion of the sugar and canned goous. Colotado 
rates are in the same condition they were be. 
fore the Rock Island tariff was putin effect 
and getting worse everyday. The freight 
man is blamed; still he is not responsible. 
As stated above, they obey their instructions, 
What is wanted by the freight mnan is a long 
time money pool. Then his position will not 
depend upon the amount of tonnage he se- 
cures, and it will have to come to this before 
there will be much stability to rates. The

PROPOSED ADVANCE IN RATES, 


The East-Bound Freight Committee Recom- 
mends Restoration of Tariffs. 

The General Freight committee of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association, which has been in ses- 
sion at the association rooms in the Rookery 
for the last two days, concluded its labors 
yesterday after having disposed of all the sub- 
jects named in Chairman Blanchard’s docket. 
Among the more important subjects upon 
* which action was taken were the following: 


It was agreed that the following rules relating 
to the distribution of carload shipments among 
various consignees should apply: In order tc en- 
title ashipment to the carload rate a quantity 
not less than the minimum carload weight must 
be delivered at one station. in one day. consigned 
to one consignee and destination. Agents at des- 
tination will not distribute carload shipments of 
property among two or more consignees. 
Agents will not send notice of arrival to 
more than one party, and will make only 
one expense bill for the charge of the entire car- 
load. In case one party will not accept notice of 
~ arrival as consignee and pay the charges on the 
entire carload, agents are required to make 
separate notices and expense bills, and correct 
the way-bill, and collect on each shipment at the 
less than carload rates. These rules will apply 
on “to order” shipments as well as on all other 
carload shipments. : 

It was recommended that the practice of naming 
rates “per cord” be changed to rates “ per ton’ 
or “ per 100 pounds,” and that this be the rule of 
all roads in association territory, taking effect 
_ not later than Jan. 1, 1593, in the meantime -the 

Chairman of the Association to endeavor to ob- 

tain assent thereto from each road in the Associa- 

tion, » 

It was recommended that the present rates on 
pig-iron and articles taking pig-iron rates and 
cast-iron pipe be continued until Dec. 31, 1892. It 
was also decided that maizone, maizeline, rice 
flour, and rice meal be included in the list of 
grain products. | 

’ The Freight committee decided to recommend

“Citizen” Defends the Police,

According to the officer’s testi- 
mony he shot the man in self-defense, having 
been assaulted while endeavoring to perform his 
duty. Inso large an organization as the Police 
Departinent doubtiess tnere are many that are 
not so wise, neither are they as prudent, as we 
should like to have them. But at this critical 
period, when lawless classes seem, to be endeavor- 
ing to undermine the City Government, law abid- 
ing citizens should see that members of 
the Police Department are protected and 
sustained in the perfermance of their 
duty, and that no imputation of perjury be al- 
lowed to rest upon an ofticer of the law‘until it be 
clearly proven he is guilty. If there be a lack of 
confidence on the part of our citizens how van 
efticient service be rendered, and how can we ex- 
pect men of integrity and worth to remain within 
the ranks of the police force? The public acarce- 
ly realizes the numerous perplexities and severe 
straits to which this department is subjected, 
neither does it always take into consideration 
that it requires men of character to endure the 
strain, and the odium also, One might add. How 
are the wise and prudent to be retained anda 
high standard in this department of the City Gov- 
ernment maintained if it be not duly honored by 
ali law-abiding citizens?

Price of Belfast Bakers’ Bread. 


CuHIcAGo, Sept. 15.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 


The letter signed “ Chicago Baker,” which ap- 
peared in your paper of the l4th inst., in reply to 
my letter published by you recently, is a very poor 
explanation of the difference in the price of bread 
here and in Belfast. I may say in passing that 
the Belfast price is about the average all over En- 
gland and lreland. 

While it is quite true that the labor of forming 
a one-pound loaf and a four-pound loaf is nearly 
equal, it is also true that the labor spent in pre- 
paring the dough and sponge for one is relatively 
as great as the other, and there is even less differ- 
encé than your correspondent seems to imagine, 
as although I quoted a four-pound loaf as the 
un® of price, the two-pound loaf is almost the 
universal size handled. [But the wages paid are 
as $13 to $5.50. } 

Your correspondent greatly underrates the 
wages paid to bukers in the large cities of the 
United Kingdom. The average wages are much 
nearer $10 per week than $, and in many instances 
they run up to $15. ‘lhe hours of laborare never 
more thah 10 hours per day, both these matters 
being very strictly looked after by the Bakers’ 
Union, which is a very powerful body. ‘What are 
the Belfast wages?] 

The people on the other side appreciate fresh 
bread fully as much, if aot more. than on this 
side, and to meet this demand the bread is deliv- 
ered by bread carts every morni fresh from the 
ovens at the houses (as milk is delivered here). 
This is a source of expense that the Chicago 
bakers are not put to, as the delivery to grocers 
in large quantities costs very much less than de- 
livery from house to house. 

On the question of quality I can say from actual 
experience that the Belfast and Dublin bread is 
quite as good as any made in thiscity. The 
competition for trade is so keen that nothing but 
bread made from the finest flour and absolutely 
pure would enable a baker to maintain his trade. 
The relatively small consumption of ers’ 
bread here is proof positive of ite dearness. No 
family uses it that can by any possibility bake 
is almost totally unknown, and there is no doubt 
but that if the Chicago bakers made plain, pure, 
wholesome, nutritious bread and sold it at a rea- 
sonabie price, and organized a system of delivery 
from house to house, they would vastly increase 
their trade and profit. BELFAST MAN.

iS THE WATER PURE? 


“A MOTHER” IS ANXIOUS ABOUT 
CHICAGO SCHOOL CHILDREN, 


They Are Drinking the Fiuid from Lake 
Michigan and She Thinks It Ought to 
Be Boiled or Filtered—Supt, Lane Thinks 
There Is Danger Only When the River 
Flows Lakeward—Chief Engineer Waters 
and the Board of Health Say That Lake 
Water Is Entirely Safe Now. 


“A Mother” writes to Taz Trreuwe and 
suggests several pertinent points in regard to 
the drinking water in schools which seein to 
merit the consideration of the School Board 
and the Board of Health. She says tnat in 
the face of the fact that the Board of Health 
has pronounced the lake water unfit for drink- 
ing uniess boiled or filtered every public 
school in the city alluws its pupils to drink it 
without any means of purification whatever. 
She then adds: 

“If the Board of Education is not able or 
has not the means to put a first-class filter 
in each school building; let the Superintendent 
of each school make a collection from the pu- 
pils or from those that are able to donate and 
get what is necessary to insure the children ot 
each school pure drinking water. If this is 
not done, ana the lake water is impure in its 
natural state, what will be the physical condi- 
tion of the pupils at the end of the term? If 
the leading stores of the city can insure their 
customers pure drinking water why not the 
public schools do likewise?”’ 


No Danger to the Pupils. 

School Superintendent Lane, after reading 
the letter of ‘A Mother,” said he did not 
think there was anything in it demanding 
consideration at present, and for the reason 
that he believed the lake water was now pure 
and free from any danger to those drinking 
it. . It is only on the occasion of big freshets, 
such as that of last spring, he said, that its 
impurities are to be dreaded. When the Chi- 
cago River runs towards its mouth and into 
the lake he orders a can of spring water 
from a drug-store and ceases drinking from 
the hydrant until the river resumes its ab- 
normally normal flow towards the pumps at 
Bridgeport. When that takes place there is 
no danger in the waters of Lake Michigan, 
and the hydrant fluid is then good enough for 
him. Chicago, he thinks, as good and 
generally as pure’ a water sup- 
ply as any. iarge city in the 
world, and this is proven by“ its health statis- 
tics. It is the common drink of all its citizens 
and families, and no epidemic has ever been 
caused by it. Of course, any measures to 
make it purer and safer than it is should be 
welcomed, but he could take no steps in that 
direction. It was for the School Board, and 
particularly the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds, to look after the matter. 

Besides, Mr. Lane did notthink thechildren 
indulged in much water drinking while at 
school, At the noon recess when, most natur- 
ally, they would desire to drink, they nearly 
all run home to dinner, and it was then the 
part of the parents to determine what they 
should drink as well as eat. The. Board of 
Health not having advised him or the public 
that che water was unfit for drinking he saw no 
reason for anxiety aver the matter. As to the 
placing of filters ia the schools, he presumed 
that could be done without a great deal of 
trouble; but they would have to be large ones, 
and he did not know how the board would re- 
gard such an expenditure. 

In Sympathy with the Suggestions. 

Prof. Nightingale, Superintendent of High 
Schools, said he was heartily in sympathy 
with the suggestions of the communication of 
‘* A Mother.”’ How to provide 150,000 school 
children with water known to be pure was de- 
serving of attention. Children, he thought, 
were more inclined to drink water than grown 
os og and vften did so when not thirsty. 

heir constitutions, too, were more suscepti- 
ble to ailments from impurities in water than 
older persons. He did not know that there was 
any danger now from drinking hydrant water, 
but no precaution to make it absolutely harm- 
less should be neglected. 

Mr. Waters, Chief Engineer of the School 
Department, did not think there was anything 
to worry about, and the school children had 
nothing to fear from drinking lake water. As 
to boiling the water in the schools that was 
feasible in all the buildings heated by steam, 
which is one-half or more of them, e cost 
of supplying boiled water for the children to 
drink would be only nominal, he says, after 
the apparatus was in place. . 

Mr. Kellogg of the Health Department said 
any reference at present to impure drinking 
water, based or a declaration of the Board of 
Health, would be ancient history. Last spring 
the lake water was pronounced dangerous to 
drink without boiling, and every one was ad- 
vised to boil it, but there is now no danger in 
drinking it as it comes from the hydrant. 

** Still, those who continue boiling it, whom 
I imagine are comparatively few,’’ said Mr. Kel- 
logg, ‘“‘ are pursuing a sensible cuurse. The 
surest way of attacking a microbe is to boil him 
and then you can swallow him with impunity.’ 

Mr. Kellogg has no greatfaith in filters as 
a destroyer of germs. They are go how- 
ever, to remove ordinary impurities from the 
water. The Health Board, he said, regards lake 
water now as pure andentirely safe to drink, 
and recent analyses attest that fact. No illness 
is known as the result of drinking it. Other 
large cities would be fortunate if they had as 
pure drinking water as Chicago now has. The 
purest water now received, he says, is from 
the new Lake View tunnel.
